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Inthe DeBate begun in our laff, om 
the Motion for increafing the Subfidy 
of the Queen of Huncary, the next 
SPEECH I fhall give you was that 
made by C.Marcius CorioLanus, 
in the Charaéer of T——s (C—w, 
Efq; which was in Subftance thus : 


Mr. Prefident, 


S/R, 
ROM the Time I firf 
heard of the Change in 
our Adminiftration, I ex- 
pected fome fuch Motion 
as this, becaufe I forefaw, 
that fuch a Change muft neceflarily be 
attended with at Icaft a feemingChange 
in cur Meafures, in order to furnifh 
an Excule for thofe who had with 
fo much Vehemence exclaimed a- 
gainit the Meafures of our late Mi- 
nifter, I fay, Sir, a feeming Change 
in our Meafures ; for that it will be 
attended with a real Change, I am 
far from being fanguine cnough to 
expect. It was complained, and 
loudly complained, by fome of thofe 
who have now accepted of a Share 
in the Adminiftration, that the In- 
tereft of England and the Peace of 
Europe were facrificed, by our late 
Miniiter, to the particular and felfifh 
Views of little German Electorate : 
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Will they facrifice them lefs? By the 
Terms upon which they have ac- 
cepted of a Share in the Admini- 
ftration, or rather a Share of Places 
and Preferments, I am afraid, they 
will not. The Intereft of England 
will ftill be facrificed, but facrificed 
in a more hidden, and confequently a 
more dangerous Manner. Our late 
Minifter declared it as his Opinion, 
That the Intereft of Hanover and the 
Intereft of England were fo con- 
nected and infeparable, that the one 
could not be facrificed to the other, 
becaufe whatever was for the Inte- 
reft of theone muft neceffarily be for 
the Intereft of the other ; and the 
Opennefs of his Declaration, together 
with the avowed Manner in which he 
purfued the Views of Hanover, was 
fome Sort of Proof at leaft, that he 
fincerely believed what he openly 
profefied ; butas for thofe who have 
frequently, and in the moft publick 
Manner, declared, that the Intereft 
of England may be facrificed to the 
Intereit of Hanover, if they in any 
Manner facrifice the Blood, the Trea- 
fure, and the Peace of England to 
the Views of Hanover, they deferve 
all the Epithets they fo liberally be- 
ftowed upon our late Minifter ; and 
if they do it in a hidden or indi- 
Aa rect 
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194 
rect Manner, it is a Proof that they 
are con‘cious of the Wickednefs of 
the Meafures they purfue. . 
Our Jate Minifter, Sir, took 16, c00 
Hanoverians into Britifo Pay, and 
continued them in it, becaule it was 
for the Intereft of Hamover that 
we fhould have their Troops ra- 
ther than thofe of any other Siate in 
Europe ; andthis he did openly, a- 
vowedly, and direlly ; but to do fo 
now, would be inconfiitent with the 
moft explicit Declarations of thole 
who are lately become Piacemen. As 
a Salvo then for their Honour, the 
Hanoverigns are feemingly to be dif!- 
miffed : We are to have no Eftimate 
for thofe Troops now laid before us, 
and yet every Man of them, and 
Horfe too, will, I am convinced, be 
continued in Britifb Pay forthe Year 
enfuing, as much as they have been 
for thele two Years paft. How is 
this tobe done ? Sir, itis very eafy 
to fee through the Subterfuge : The 
Queen of Hungary is to take one Half 
of them into her Pay, and to enable 
her to do fo we are for next Year 
togive her 200,000 /. additional Sub- 
fidy, which is fomething more than 
one Moiety of the Sum we have paid 
thefe Haxoverians yearly for the laft 
two Years. Thus it is already e- 
vident from the Motion now be- 
fore us, that one Half of this Body 
of Hanoverians is indireétly to be 
kept in Britif>Pay for this next en- 
fuing Year; and as tothe other Half, 
I fuppofe, we fhall, towards the 
End of the Seffion, have a Vote of 
Credit, or fome fuch Method taken, 
for enabling our Minifters to keep 
them in Britifv Pay, which, they 
‘hope, may be eafily paffed over 
next Seflion, or excufed under the 
Pretence, that future Accidents made 
it abfolutely neceffary for us to have 
fuch a Number of foreign Troops 
in our Pay, and that it was found 
impoflible to get Troops to hire from 
any other Potentate in Europe. 
Thefe, Sir, may, perhaps, be |u- 
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dicroufly called Dreams or Prophe- 
cies ; but tho’ I am no Dreamer of 
Dreams,mor ever pretended to be 
indued with a prophetick Spirit, I 
am perfuaded, they would now ap- 
pear to be tiue Prophecies, could 
we dive thoroughly into the Secrets 
ofthe Cabinet. As tothe Part the 
Queen of Hungary is to be obliged 
to act in this Impofition upon the 
Britifo Nation, 1 can eafily forelee, 
that we fhall never be able to come 
at the Bottom of it, becaufe it will 
certainly be managed by a private 
Convention between her Minifters 
and the Minifters of Hanover ; but 
as to the other Half of thefe Troops, 
if they be continued in Britifb Pay 
by any Method whatfoever, we may 
be able to come at fome Dilcovery, 
if we next Seffion inguire ftridly, 
and as we ought, into the Difpofal 
of the Sums that have been, or may 
be granted in thisSeffion ; and even 
as to that Half of them that are to 
be paid, as fuppofed, by the Queen 
of Hungary, we may, «I think, cer- 
tainly conclude, that it is fo, if we 
find, that thefe Troops are next 
Year employed in any of her Ar- 
mies ; for as Hanover {ent no Troops 
at its own Expence, to the Affiftance 
of the Queen of Hungary, during laft 
Campaign, we may be aflured, it 
will fend none, at its own Expence, 
during the next; and if the Queen 
of Hungary were to hire foreign 
Troops, and were left to herfelf, 
we may be as fully affured, that 
thofe of Hanover would be the laft 
fhe would chufe, efpecially if the 
were to pay as much for them as 
we paid forthem ever fince we had 
the Honour and Happinefs to have 
themin our Service. Service, have 
I faid? Sir, I beg Pardon, I thould 
have faid, Pay. 

After having thus, Sir, I hope, 
fully expofed the Impofition now in- 
tended to be put upon the Nation, 
I fhall but juft touch upon what I 
take to be the chief Queftion, which 
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is, Whether we ought to grant any 
additional Subfidy, or, indeed, any 
Sublidy at all to the Queen of Hyn- 
gary ? The Hon. Gentleman plumed 
himfelf upon what has been faid in 
this Houle, that we ought to affift 
her with Money and not with 
Troops ; from whence he concluded, 
that fince we are not next Year to 
afiftt her with fuch a Number of 
Troops as formerly, we ought to 
afift her with a larger Sum of Mo- 
ney. Sir, when it was Iaid that we 
Ought to affilt her with our Money, 
and not with our Troops, there was 
no Queftion,. whether we ought to 
give her any Affiftance or no. She 
was then every where upon the De- 
fenfive, and in a defenfive War, it 
was always allowed, that we ought 
to afift her ; but if the Powers uni- 
ted again{ft her are willing to reftore 
the Peace of Germany, by leaving 
her in Poffeffion of all her Territo- 
ries there, with refpeét to that Coun- 
try at leaft, fhe is not now in a de- 
fenfive, but an offenfive War; and 
in fuch a War we are\neither obli- 
ged, nor ought we toaflilt her; I 
am fure none of our Minifters would 
fo much as think of aflifting her, 
if ic were not for the Sake of fome- 
thing in View, that may contribute 
to the Advantage of Hanover. 

For this Reafon, Sir, before we 
agree to this Motion, we ought to 
have laid before us the feveral Pro- 
pofitions that have been lately made, 
for reftoring the Peace of Germany, 
and particularly the Negotiations at 
Hanau. Thele Negotiations we have 
the more Reafon to call for ;_ be- 
caufe from what has been publifhed 
by Authority of the King of Pru/- 
fia, we muit conclude, that our re- 
fufing the Terms offered at that 
Time, was what threw both the 
King of Pruffa, and the King of 
Sweden, as Prince of Hef, into 
the Scale againft us. When thefe 
two Princes, Sir, are both declared 
openly againft us, and when our 
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good Friends and Aliies the Dutch 
feem. to aét withfo much Indiffe- 
rence and Reluétance, it is really, 
in my Opinion, ridiculous to talk of 
the Common Caule, or of the Li- 
berties of Europe being in Danger 
from the ambitious Views of France : 
If they were in any real Danger, 
thefe two Princes would certainly 
declare in our Favour, and the Dutch 
would as certainly at with the ut- 
moft Alacrity and Vigour. The Pre- 
fumption therefore is, that the Li- 
berties of Europe are in no Danger, 
and thatthe War in Germany isnow 
become offenfive on the Part of the 
Queen of Hungary : If this be the 
Cafe, | am j{ure, we ought to give 
her neither Subfidy nor Afliftance. 
However, as we cannot at prefent 
determine this previous Queftion, I 
fhall not be for puttinga Negative 
upon the Queftion now before us ; 
but, I think, it ought to be put off 
by what is ufually in this Houfe 
called the previous Queftion; and 
when that is done, I fhall be for 
addrefling his Majefty, to crder the 
Negotiations at Hanau, and all the 
Propofitions fince made for rgftoring 
the Peace of Germany, to be laid 
before us. 

This, I hope, the Hon. Gentle- 
man will confent to, that aiter a pro- 
per Inquiry he may have the unani- 
mous Approbation of this Houfe ; 
for till a proper Inquiry be 
made, I do not think myfelf at 
Liberty to give away fuch a large 
Sum of the People’s Money, when 
there is fo ftrong a Prefumption, 
that it not only may, but ought 
to be faved. But if he infifts upon 
the principal Queftion, I fhall give 
myfelf no farther Trouble, nor fhall 
I in the leaft fcruple to give it my 
Negative. 


The next Speech I fhail give was made 
by Vaterivus Lavinus, in the 
Charaéier of T——s W Ny 
E/q; who /poke to this Efe. 
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Mr. Prefident, 

SIR, 

S the Hon. Gentleman's Dif- 

courie was direéted chiefly to 
thofe who oppoled the Hanoverian 
Troops in the laft two Seffions, I 
have no particular Call to give him 
any Anfwer; but as I am extremely 
anxivus about the Fate of this Quef- 
tion, and as I fhould wish moft 
heartily, if is were peffible, to fee 
it agreed to Nemine contradicente, I 
think myfelt obliged to take fome No- 
tice of what he faid, left it fhould 
have an Influence upon fome Gen- 
tlemen in this Houle, and thereby 
prevent the Queftion’s being fo una- 
nimoufly agreed to, as otherwile 
might be expected. Whether the 
Fa@ts be as the Hon. Gentleman has 
ftated them, that is to fay, whether 
there be a private Agreement with 
the Queen of Hungary, that fhe fhall 
take one Half of the 16,000 Hano- 
verians into her Pay for next Cam- 
paign ; and whether there be a pri- 
vate Refolution among our Muini- 
flers, that the other Hhalf of that 
Body of Men fhall be kept in Bri- 
tif Pay for the enfuing Year, by 
Means of a Vote of Credit to be 
paficd in this Seffion ; I fay, Sir, 
thcfe are Faéts which I fhal! not 
pretend to determine, becaufe I do 
not pretend to be in the Secrets of 
the Cabiner ; but I can with the ut- 
moft Freedom declare, that I know 
nothing, nor ever heard of any 
fuch Agreement or Refolution, be- 
fore I heard of it from that Hon. 
Gentleman ;_ and as he does not pre- 
tend to have any certain Informa- 
tion or Knowledge of it, I hope he 
will ailow me to prefume, that no 
fuch Agreement or Refolution has 
ever yet been thought of by any of 
our Minifters. 

What may happen before the 
Opening of next Campaign I fhall 
admit, Sir, that I am not wife e- 
nough to forefee 5 nor fhall I ¢x- 


. 


prefsly affirm, that the Queen of 
Hungary will take none of the Hamno. 
verian Troops into her Service during 
next Campaign, or that we will not 
keep any of thofe Troops in our 
Pay ;_ for furely it muft be allowed, 
that Circumftances may be fuch as 
may oblige the Queen of Hungary 
to hire a Body of Hanoverian'Troops, 
and fuch as may oblige us to con- 
tinue a Body of thofe Troops in our 
Pay : Nay, I think, it is highly 
probable that it will be fo. If the 
Queen of Hungary fhould find herfelf 
under a Neceflity of hiring a Body 
of foreign Troops, in order to join 
her Army in Flanders or upon the 
Rhine, fhe may very probably take 
Hanoverians, for two very fubftantial 
Reafons: Firft, becaufe they lie more 
convenient for that Service, and may 
fooner march to the Place of Aétion, 
than any other; and fecondly, be- 
caufe fhe may find it impoffisle to 
get any other Troops to hire. 

Thus, Sir, it is highly probable, 
that Circumitances may’ be fuch be- 
fore the Opening of next Campaign, 
as may oblige the Queen of Hungary 
to take a Body of Hanoverians into 
her Service ; and it is very eafy to 
{uppofe, that Circumftances may be 
fuch as may oblige us to keep a Body 
of Hanoverians in our Pay: Suppole 
the French fhould perfift in their De- 
fign of purfuing their Conquefts in 
Flanders, muft not we oppofe that 
Defign ? Mutt not we have an Army 
in Flanders fufficient for putting a 
Stop to the Progrefs of their Arms ? 
Can we have fuch an Army without 
taking foreign Troops into our Pay ? 
Suppofe then we fhould find it im- 
poilible to get a fufficientNumber of o- 
ther foreign Troops for that Purpofe, 
fhould not we in that Cafe be under 
a Neceflity of continuing the Whole 
ora Part of the Hanoverians in our 
Pay? The chief Argument formerly 
made ufe of againft our taking or keep- 
ingany HanoverianTroopsin our Pay, 
was becaufe we were fure, that the 
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Eleétorate of Hanover would not de- | 


clare or lend its Troops againft us ; 
therefore it was faid, that we ought 
to hire the Troops of any other State 
rather than thofe of Hanover, be- 
caufe by that Means we might in- 
duce that State to declare for us, or 
at leaft prevent its declaring or lend- 
ing its Troops againft us. It mufl 
be granted, there was not much Ge~ 
nerofity or Gratitude in this Argu- 
ment, but ftill it had its Weight in 
Politicks, where Generofity or Gra- 
titude are but feldom admitted, and 
the Anfwer made to it at that ‘Time 
was, that we could not get any other 
Trocps to hire. This was a full 
Anf{wer, and was acknowledged to 
be fuch by every Man that believed 


.the Fa&t; but there were many Gen- 


tlemen amongft us ivho did not 
believe the Faét, becaufe by their 
not being in the Adminiftration they 
had not an Opportunity of being, 
from their own Knowledge, affured 
of a Faét, which in thé common 
Courfe of Things feemed fo im- 
probable, that they could not be- 
lieve it upon the Authority of our 
then Minifters. Some of thofe Gen- 
tlemen have. fince been taken into 
the Adminiftration: They have now 
an Opportunity of judging of the 
Fact from their own Knowledge, and 
tf they fhould now find the Fac 
to be true, would there be any In- 
confiftency of Character in their al- 
tering a former Opinion, that de- 
pended entirely upon a Difbelief of 
a Faét, which they now find from their 
own Knowledge to be true ? 
Therefore, Sir, if any Alteration 
in the Circumftances of foreign Af- 
fairs fhould hereafter make it ab- 
folutely neceflary for us to continue a 
Body of Hamoverians in our Pay, 
thofe who formerly oppofed our 
doing fo, and have lately been 
brought into the Adminiftration may 
agree toit without any Inconfiftency 
m their Conduét, becaufe they may 
then with their own Eyes fee it 
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impoflible for us to get any, or not ® 
fufficient Number of other Troops t 
hire, which is a Fa&t they al not 
formerly believe, and indeed, it is a 
Faé& fo improbable, according to the 
common Courle of Things, that it is 
not eafy for any Man to believe 
it upon Authority. But what has this 
to do with the prefent Queftion ? 
Sir, if we judge as Members of this 
Houle ought to do, I mean from 
Parliamentary Knowledge only, we 
have nothing to do with what the 
Queen of Hungary may hereafter re- 
folve on, nor with what future 
Accidents may oblige us to re- 
folveon. ‘The Cafe, as it ftands be- 
fore us at prefent, from all the Par- 
liamentary Knowledge we have or 
can have, is plainly thus : For thefe 
two Years paft we have aflifted the 
Queen of Hungary with a Body of 
16,000 Hanoverians, which we took 
into our Pay for that Purpofe ; Our 
Minifters found that the keeping of 
thefe Hanoverians in our Pay was 
difagreeable to fome part of the Na- 
tion, therefore, out of the great Re- 
gard they have for the Satisfection of 
the People in general, they have dif- 
miffed them out of our Pay : But as 
the Queen of Hungary ftands in need 
of as much Affiltance from us as 
ever, they have refolved to make it 
good by an Increafe of her Subfidy, 
and an Increafe of the Number of 
Britijo Troops employed in her Ser- 
Vice, he latter we have already 
agreed to, and now we are to con- 
fider the Increafe of ler Subfidy. 
What have we todo, in what Me- 
thod fhe may be pleafed to em- 
ploy it? I believe, fhe knows better 
how to employ it, than we know 
how to direét her ; and therefore we 
have nothing to do but to confider, 
whether fhe may next Year ftand 
in need of as much Affiftance from 
us as fhe did the laft Year ; for if we 
think fhe does, we cannot refufe our 
Affent to the Propofition now before 
us. Whether or no fhe ftands in 
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need of more, or what Methods we 
may take for giving her that additio- 
nal Affiftance beyond what we gave 
her laft Year, are Queftions that have 
nothing to doin this Debate: We 
fhall have a proper Opportunity to 
confider them, when the Supplies for 
thofe Purpofes come to be afked 
of us. 

_ Now, Sir, with regard to the 
Queftion, whether the Queen of Hun- 
gary may fland in need of as much 
Aflittance from us the next Year, 
as fhe did the laft, I think, it is a 
Queftion that can admit of no doubt 
with any Man who confiders the pre- 
fent Circumftances of Ewrope, and the 
great Difference there is becween the 
prefent Situation of that Princefs, and 
the Situation fhe was in laft Year, 
when we continued the Hanoverians 
in our Pay for her Affiitance. The 
Queftion, whether fhe be engaged in 
an offenfive or defenfive War, might 
then have been introduced with foie 
Sort of Plaufibility ; but to talk of 
it now, when the French have dif- 
poffeffed her of Anterior Auftria, as 
well as a Part of the Netherlands, and 
the Pruffans have difpoffeffed her of 
the greateft Part of Upper Si/efa: I 
fay, to make it now a Queftion, whe- 
ther fhe be engaged in an offenfive 
or defenfive War, feems to me a 
little ftrange. I really do not well 
know what to fay to a Gentleman 
who makes this a Queftion ; becaufe 
T think, it is as evident as the Sun at 
Noon Day, that the War which the 
Queen of Hungary is now engaged 
in, is a defenfive War ; and if a 
Man fhould deny or doubt of his 
feeing the Sun at Noon Day in a 
clear Sky, I am fure, I fhould not 
undertake to convince him of it, or 
by Argument to make him confe(s it. 
The War that Princefs is engaged in, 
not only is now, but has always been 
a defenfive War ; for when a Prince 
is unjultly attack’d, tho’ he repels 
the Attack, and attacks in his Turn, 
yet the War continues to be defen- 
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five on his Part, till he has compelled. 
his Enemy to make due Satisfaction 
for the unjuft Actack. 

We have, therefore, Sir, not the 
leaft Pretence for entering into the 
Inquiry propofed by the Hon. Gen- 
tleman, or for delaying the prefent 
Queftion for that Purpofe ; and fuch 
a Delay might, at prefent, be at- 
tended with the moit fatal Confe- 
quences. ‘The Emperor of Germany 
is juft dead : The throne of that 
powerful Empire is again become 
vacant ; and all Parties have already 
began canvafling and caballing for 
a Succeffor to that Throne. How 
much does it import this Nation 
and the Common Caufe, to prevent 
the French Court getting another 
Emperor chofen to their Mind ? If 
we fhould, at this critical Junéture, 
make the leaft Hefitation in grant- 
ing the ufual Affiftance to the Queen 
of Hungary, it would damp the 
Spirits of all the Princesin Germany, 
that are any Way in our Intereft: 
It might make feveral, perhaps moft 
of them, refolve to join the French 
Party in the Empire ; and thereby 
France mightbe again able to place 
one of its Friends upon the Impe- 
rial Throne. Sir, I am forry to fay, 
that the Death of any Prince is a 
lucky Accident ; but I muft fay, that 
the Death of the laft Emperor was 
one of the moft lucky Accidents 
that could befal this Nation ; and 
if we fhould, by our Jealoufies and 
Janglings among ourfelves, be pre- 
vented from making the proper Ufe 
of it, I will fay, we deferve no Fa- 
vour from Providence. 

But fuppofe, Sir, there were fome 
Ground for doubting, if the prefent 
War be on the Part of the Queen 
of Hungary, a defenfive War; and 
fuppofe our delaying our Aflfent to 
the Propofition now before us, could 
be attended with no bad Confequen- 
ces ; yet,neverthelefs, we ought not, 
by any Méans, to enter upon the 
Inquiry propofed by the Hon. Gen- 

tleman : 
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tleman: It would be amoft impro- 
per Inquiry for this Houfe to enter 
into; because, I think, it would be 
a moft flagrant Incroachment upon 
the chief Prerogative of the Crown, 
which is certainly, by our Confti- 
tution, vefted with the fole Power 
of making Peace or War. We are 
not, therefore, to judge whether the 
War be, on the Part of the Queen 
of Hungary, an offcnfive or a de-~ 
fenfive War, or whether fhe ought 
to have accepted of the Terms that 
have been offered for reftoring the 
Peace of Germany. To judge in 
fuch Cafes is the fole Province of 
the Crown, and as we can pafs no 
Judgment, for what Purpofe can we 
make any Inquiry ? 

What the Hon. Gentleman was 
leafed to fay about the Liberties of 
Lurope being inno Danger from the 
prefent ambitious Views of France, 
was, likewife, in my Opinion, Sir, 
talking upon a Subjeét which is not 
within his Province, as g Member 
of this Houfe. The Kings of Sqwe- 
den and Prufia may have particular 
Views of their own, and may have 
refolved to run the Rifk of facrifi- 
cing the Liberties of Europe, for the 
Sake of getting thofe Views accom- 
plifhed. If Menhad not often made 
a Sacrifice of their Liberties to their 
Ambition, we fhould never have had 
fuch a Thing asan arbitrary Go- 
vernment in the World ; and Prin- 
ces are certainly as much governed 
by Ambition as private Men.” The 
Dutch too may have their particular 
Reafons for not engaging as Princi- 
pals in the War, tho’ they be con- 
vinced, that the Liberties of Europe 
are in the moft imminent Danger. 
Thefe Views and thefe Reafons may 
be eafily guefied at, but are not fit 
to be explained in fuch a publick 
Affembly, nor is there any Necef- 
fity for fodoing; becaule, to deter- 
mine whether the Liberties of Ey- 
rope be in Danger, is the. fole 
Province. of the Crown, and his Me- 
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jefty may have moft folid Reafong 
for thinking the Liberties of Ewrope 
in Danger, notwith{tanding the Re- 
luétance of the Dutch, and the Be- 
haviour of the Kings of Sweden and 
Priffia. 

But fuppofing the Liberties of Ex- 
rope not to be in immediate Danger, 
will any Gentleman fay, that the 
Trade and Navigationof this King- 
dom are inno Danger ? Sir, if the 
Queen of Hungary fhould be obliged 
to fubmit to {uch ‘Terms of Peace as 
might be prefcribed by France, and 
ifa new Emperor fhould be chofen 
in the French Intereft the Trade and 
Navigation of this Kingdom would 
in my Opinion, be ruined beyond 
Redemption. We fhould then be 
obliged to ftand fingle and alone a- 
gainft the whole Houfe of Bourdon, 
and as many of the other Powers of 
Europe as they could bribecr force 
into their Alliance, among wham 
the Dutch might very probably, be 
one. Could we fupport even a na- 
val War againft fuch a powerful 
Alliance ? A Confidence in our own 
Strength is, I fhall grant, a very 
commendable Quality, and ought to 
be encouraged as much as pofhble 
among the Vulgar ; but thofe who 
have the Direétion of our publick 
Counfels, ought to be careful not to 
over-rate even our naval Strength, 
which is certainly what we moft ex- 
cel in; and no Man, who does not 
over-rate our naval Strength, can 
fuppofe, that we could fland fingle 
and alone againft fuch an Alliance, 
becaufe by having no Land War 
upon their Hands, they would te 
at Liberty to turn their whole 
Strength towards their Marine, and 
would in a Year or two be able to 
fend outa more powerful ar bowen 
than any we could fend againift them. 
In that Cafe we fhould certainly be 
obliged to fubmit tofuch Terms of 
Peace as France and Spain might be 
pleafed to prefcribe, and from that 


unhappy ira we might bid adieu 
both 
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both to our Trade and Navigation. 
We fhould upon this Occafion re 
colleét, Sir, that we were engaged 
ina War with Spain, before the 
prefent War upon the Continent be- 
gan ; and by the Behaviour of France 
in that War, every one was con- 
vinced, that fhe was very foon to 
declare openly againft us, or to act 
in fuch a Manner as would have 
obliged us to declare againft her. 
Por that Purpofe fhe was augment- 
ing her Navy as faft as poflible, and 
her Seamen were encouraged to en- 
ter into the Service of Spain ; but 
the Death of the Emperor Charles 
the VIth gave her fomething elfe to 
think on, and involved her in fuch 
an Expence by Land, as obliged her 
to puta Stop to her Preparations 
at Sea. This is the true Reafon 
why we are now fo much fuperior 
in naval Power to both France and 
Spain ; for from the naval Power of 
France in King William’: War, we 
may be convinced, that we fhould 
not have been now fo much {upe- 
rior, if that Nation had lately ap- 
plied themfelves to increafing their 
maritime Power, as much as they 


\did about the Time of the Revolu- 


tion ; and this they wi!l certainly 
do, as foonas theyare free from all 
Fears on the Side of Germany. 

Thefe Confiderations muft fhew 
us, Sir, that in the prefent War we 
have our own Trade and Navigation, 
as wellas the Liberties of Europe, to 
take Care of, and that if the latter 
are in no Danger, the former cer- 
tainly are. We are therefore more 
concerned than any other Nation in 
Europe to prevent France from ha- 
ving an Influence over the Empire or 
Emperor of Germany ; and as ourre- 
je&ting or delaying the Propofition 
now before us, may be the Caufe 
of France's acquiring an Influence 
over both; I am moft heartily for 

iving it an immediate Approbation.

property, nor any regard either 
for the religion or liberty of their 
country. 

If I can make it appear that thefe 
likewife are interefted in oppofing the 
pretender’s caufe, I think we may 
then juftly conclude, he cannot have 
a fingle partizan in this nation (the 
moft bigotted Roman catholics excep- 
ted) who is fenfible enough to know 
his own good. ‘ 

“And firft, the moft moble Party of 
Free. Thinkers, who have no religion, 
are moft heartily concerned to oppofe 
the introduétion of popery, which 
would obtrude one on them ; one 
not only inconfiftent with Free- Think- 
ing, but indeed with any Thinking 
at all. How woulda man of fpirit, 
whofe principles are too elevated to 
worfhip the great creator of the uni- 
verfe, fubmit to pay his adoration toa 
rabble of Saints, moft of whom he 
would have been juftly afhamed to 
have kept company with while alive ! 
But befides the flavifh doétrines which 
he mutt believe, or, at leaft, meanly 
pretend tobelieve, how would a ge- 
nius, who cannot conform to the lit- 
tle aéts of decency required by a pro- 
teftant church, fupport the flavifh im- 
pofitions of auricular confeflion, pe- 
nance, fafting, and all the tirefome 
forms and ceremonies exacted by the 
church of Rome ? 

And whereas the faidFree-Thinkers 
have long regarded it as an intolerable 
grievance 





grievance, that a certain body of men 
called parfons fhould, for the ufelefs 
fervices of praying, preaching, cate- 
chifing and inftruéting the people, re- 
ceive a certain fixed ftipend from the 
public, which the law foolifhly allows 
them to call their own: How would 
thefe men brook the reftoration of ab- 
bey lands, impropriations, and the 
numberlefs flowers which the refor- 
mation hath lopped off from the 
church,and which the re-eftablifhment 
of popery would moft infallibly re- 
itore to it ? 

Again, there are many worthy per- 
fons who, tho’ very little concerned 
for the true liberty of their country, 
have, however, the utmott refpeét for 
what is by feverai miftaken for it, I 
mean, licentioufnefs, or a free power 
of abufing the king, miniftry, and e- 
very thing great, noble, and folemn. 
The impunity with which this liberty 
hath been of late years praétis’d, mutt 
be acknowledged by every man of the 
leaft candor: Indeed, to fuch a de- 
gree, that power and government, in- 
itead of being objeéts of reverence and 
terror, have been fet up as the butts of 
ridicule and buffoonry, as if they were 
only intended tb be laughed at by the 
people. 

Now this is a liberty which hath 
only flourifhed under this royal fa- 
mily. H's prefent majefty, as he hath 
lefs deferved than his predeceffors to 
be the objeét of it, fo he hath fup- 
ported it with more dignity and con- 
tempt than they have done: but how 
impatient the pretender will be under 
this liberty, and how certainly he will 
abolifh it, may be concluded, not only 
from the abfolute power which he 
infallibly brings with him ; but from 
the many ears and nofes which his 
family, without fuch wer, have 
heretofore, facrificed on thefe occa- 
fions. 

And this is a lofs not only to be 
deplored by thofe men of genius,who 
have exerted and may exert their great 
talents this way. There are many 
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who, without the capaci'y of writing, 
have that of reading, and have done 
their utmoft to fupport and encourage 
fuch authors and their works. Thefe 
will lofe their favourite amufement,all 
thofe laughs and fhrugs which they 
have formerly vented at the expence 
of their fuperiors. 

But if thefe concerns fhould appear 
chimerical, I come now to pecuniary 
confiderations, to a large body of men, 
whofe whole trade would be ruined 
by this man’s fuccefs. The reader 
will be perhaps in doubt what trade 
can be carried on by fuch perfons as I 
have defcribed in the beginning of 
this paper: How much more will he 
be furprized to hear,that it is the prin- 
cipal trade which of late years hath 
been carried on inthis kingdom. To 
keep him therefore no longer in fuf- 
penfe, I mean the honeft method of 
felling ourfelves, which hath flourith- 
ed fo notably for a long time among 
us. A bufinefs which I have ventur- 
ed to call honeft, notwithftanding the 
objections raifed by weak and fcrupu- 
lous people againft it. 

I know indeed many anfwers have 
been given to thefe objections by e 
late philofopher of great eminence, 
and. by the followers of his fchool ; 
fuch as, that all mankind are rafcals ; 
that they are only to be governed by cor- 
ruption, &c. But to fay the truth, there 
is no occafion of having recourfe to 
thefe deep and obfcure Doétrines for 
this purpofe ; there isa much fuller 
and plainer anfwer to be given, and 
which is founded on principles the 
very reverfe of thofe which were 
taught in this fchool, namely,the prin- 
ciples of common fenfe and common 
honefty : for if it be granted, as fure- 
ly it will be, that we are freemen,we 
have certainly a right to our felves ; 
and whatever we have aright to, we 
have alfo a right to fell. And perhaps 
it was a doubt inthat great philofopher, 
whether we were freemen or no, that 
led him into thofe doctrines I have 
mentioned, 
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Now this trade, by whieh alone fo 
many thoufands have got an honeit 
livelihood for themfelves and families, 
muit be totally ruined ; for, if this 
nation fhould be once enflaved, it 
would be impoflibie for an honeft man 
to carry on this bufinefs any longer. 
A free-man (as hath been proved ) 
may juftly fell himfelf, but “a flave 
cannot. 

And if a man would be fo difhon- 
ourable and bafe as to offer at carrying 
on this trade in an enflaved country, 
contrary to all the rules of honeitr, 
and all the moft folemn ties of flave- 
ry, yet who would buy him? The 
reafons againft fuch a purchale sre too 
obvious to be mentioned. Indeed 
we may fay in general, that as it is 
difhoneft ina flave to lel), fo it is as 
foolifh in a flave to buy ; for as the 
one hath no property to part with, fo 
neither can the other acquire any. 

For thefe reafons, I think it is vifi- 
bly the intereft of all that part of the 
nition, to whom I have addreffed 
myfelf in the beginning of this paper, 
to exclude popery, and arbitrary 
power. 

There is, however, one objection 
which I forefee may and will be made 
to this conclufion ; and thatis, where - 
as the eftates of all the lords and com- 
mons of this kingdom will be for‘cit- 
ed, and at the difpofal of the conque- 
ror, and the perfonal fortunes of ail 
others will, in the confufion at leaft, 
be liable to plunder, that fuch honett 
gentlemen may have a fufficient chance 
abundantly to repair or compenfate all 
their lofles. 

T own there is fomething very plau- 
fible in this argument, and it might 
perhaps have great force, if the pre- 
tendex’s fon had landed in England, 
as he did in Scot/and ; and had been 
pleafed to place that confidence in an 
Englifo rabble, with which he hath 
vouchfafed rather to honour thefe 
Highland banditti. In this cafe, and 
on your principles, I grant, no man 
could juftly have been blamed, who 
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had fixed the eyes of his affeGtion on 
his neighbour's eftate, gardens, houfe, 
purfe, wife, or caughter, for joining 
the young man’s caule, provided the 
fuccefs of it had been probable. 

But the fact is otherwife : The 
Highlanders are thofe to whom he 
mutt owe any fuccefs he may attain ; 
thefe ave therefore to be ferved before 
you; and I eafily refer to your own 
confideration, when Rome, and France, 
and Spain, are repaid their demands, 
when a valt army of hungry Higd. 
Janders, and a larger army of as hun- 
gry priefts, are fatisfied, how mifera- 
ble a pittance will remain to your 


fhare.

Essay on regular and irregular Forces. 


S [ome remarkable inftances have 
happen’d of irregular troops 
routing well-difciplin’d, it may be 
worth while to enquire the caufes. 
If war be a peculiar fcience, as all 
wife nations have underftood it to be, 
that dilcipline which proves ulelels 
ought to be rejected, and a better fub- 
ftituted in its place. It would be need- 
lefs to produce teftimonies from hifto- 
ry, tothew that no affemblage of un- 
difciplin’d mobs, how defperate foe- 
ver, that fought with the fame wea- 
pons, and had not other advantages, 
fucceeded againft an equal number of 
regular men. 

The fupreme being, in conduéting 
the Fews from egypt, led them noi 
by the way of the land of the PAi/i- 
ftines, beceule the Philiftines were 
men of war from their youth, regular 
and well-difciplin’d troops, and the 
‘Jews ia no condition to fight them, 
and force a paflage thro’ their country. 
The fame fuperiority is evident in all 
the wats made on that people; till 
David obferving it, form’d the origi- 
nal militia into a flanding army, and 
by that means became very fucce(sful 

in 












in his future wars with that republic. 

When,therefore, in the cafe of re- 
gular troops engaging with mobs, the 
tormer are defeated, fome reaions 
ought to be aflign’d, which, in my 
opinion, are chiefly reducible to the 
following : Superiority of numbers, 
mifconduét of officers, particularly the 
general, {urprize,temerity, cowardice, 
difference of weapons, and confufion. 

In the battle of Gi//i cranky, the 
difference of weapons, confufion, and 
cowardice of the horfe, were always 
affign’d as the principal caufes of our 
defeat. 

In the late affair at G/ad/muir,mot 
of the troops had never been in aétion ; 
wherefore tothe reafons before nam- 
ed,cowardice and furprize ought to be 
join’d, tho’ the laftfeems to be the 
greateit part of the charge. 

It is particularly to be obferv’d, 
that regular men can never fight weil 
when reduced to the form of a mob, 
no more than a mob can fight like re- 
gularmen. The former is a-»method 
of fighting which foldiers are not ac- 
quainted with, and the practice and 
Jeffon of their livesabfolutely difcharge 
it. ’Twill therefore be the conftant 
aim of a tumultuous andcunning ene- 
my to render dilcipline ufelefs, by in- 
troducing confufion ; if by a fudden 
fhock, or defperate pufh they acquire 
this, certain victory is generally the 
confequence, they are the beft faghters 
in diforder, their leaders fufficiently 
know this, and never fail to improve 
it. 

Another effential caufe is the dif- 
ference of weapons, not fo much the 
{word as the fhield, which protects the 
affailant in cutting his way, and ena- 
bles him to proceed with intrepidity, 
and ftrike terror. ‘The fuccefs is af- 
cribed to perfonal valour, and the a- 
gent is elated, while the execution 
performed by firearms is too general 
togive the honour toany one agent. 
Hence the Highlanders acquire their 
fame, and prefume on greater bravery. 
Their {words indeed are manageable 
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with much greater dexterity and {mart- 
nefs than ours, the three centres of 
motion, gravity, and, magnitude u- 
niting inthem, which the weight of 
our blades, and the lightnefs of our 
hilts, feperate too much. 

As for the battle-ax, the inconve- 
niency of wielding it renders it of ve- 
ry little confequence but terror. 

. Much dependence hasof late years 
been placed on the musket and bay- 
onet, which are more manageable, and 
Jefs embarafling than the long and un- 
wieldy pike, and, for their double ufe, 
have been preferred to it. But ina 
clofe engagement the broad fword and 
target feem to have much the advan- 
tage of the musket and bayonet ; 
fince the point of the bayonet may be 
receiv’d upon the target on the left 
hand, while the weighty broad {word 
does the bufinefs in the right, the 
fighter without a fhield having no 
guard againft the ftroke. For this 
reafon a Scotch gentleman of confide 
rable wealth, and great dealings as a 
merchant, propofed to raile and head 
a regiment to be inftru€ted ina _ par- 
ticular difcipline, by which he would 
undertake to engage and overthrow 
any Highland regiment, notwith- 
ftanding their target. The method 
was for his men to fling the musket 
onthe right fhoulder, or under the 
{trap of the left, lengthening the fling, 
that the mufket might be fupported {o 
as to leflen the weight, and by hang- 
ingat abalance, ata convenient length, 
might be pufh’d forward, like a bat- 
tering ram, with the left hand, fo that 
the point of the bayonet would come 
under the Highlander’s right arm, out 
ofthe way of the target, and while he 
was aiming aftroke, our merchant’s 
foldier was to defend himfelf by the 
guard of his {word in his right hand. 
A method not unlike this was fol- 
lowed by the late duke of <Argy/, 
when he pufh’d and entirely routed 
the rebels rightwing at Sherriff muir. 
Why the merchant’s propofal was 
not accepted, or whether any “ 
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has been had to the method, I can- 
not fay ; but, as the king’s troops do 
not want courage, it is pity they fhould 
not ferve themielves of every art for 
defence as well as offence. 

It is eafier to point out difficulties 
than to remedy them. War is a {cience 
I have but little ftudy’d ; but it feems 
beyond a doubt, that a conftant and 
regular fire from the foot, with @ vi- 
gorous fupport of the horfe, would 
prefently turn the fcales, againft even 
Highlanders. Their fhields are not 
impenetrable to bullets, and  thefe 
defperadoes, mad as they are, will 
chufe to fhun death by flight, the mo- 
ment that they are convinced it is not 
‘o be avoided by ftanding. 

To prevent all future attempis of f> 
dangerous a confequence, two or three 
regiments of loyal Highlanders might 
be rais’d,forthe goveinment’s ufe,that 
may continue their own method of 
fighting, without going thro’ the dif- 
cipline of ours. 

Some regiments of horfe, inftruéted 
inthe huffar manner of fighting, would 
likewile be highly ferviceable on thefe 
conte. For I am of the D. of 
Mar/borough’s opinion, that a few ac- 
tive regiments of horfe would anfwer 
better to quel] fuchtumults, than twice 
the number of foot.

HE Name and Shew of the 
Roman Charch, is but an empty 
Title, and Sound of Words : It being 
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Ld 


wholly departed from what it was an- 
ciently, and retains nothing but the 
Title. For the true, ancient, and 
Apoltclick Church of Rome, fo much 
commended by the Fathers,and fought 
to by the World, profeffed quite ano- 
ther kind of Faith than this doth, 
even that which we profefs ; they 
are fallen from it, but yet fkilfully re- 
tain the fame Seat and Title, and here- 
by marvelloufly impofe upon the 
World. Jfdorus Pelufiota hath a Say- 
ing to this Purpofe: Jx the Days of 
the Apoftles, and afterward, when tie 
Church flourifocd, and laboured as yet 
of no Difeafe, the divine Graces of 
God went, as it were in a Ring round 
about it; the Holy Ghoff adminiftring 
all Things, and the Bifbops thereof in- 
citing and turning it towards Heaven : 

Afterwards it grew difeafed, and was 
troubled with Faétion, and then all thofe 
Things flew away, through their Craf- 
tine/s that did not govern as they ought 
to have done. "They have omitted no 
Skill or Cunning, no Art or Diligence, 
to drefs it upin a comely Garb. The 
Fefuits, the Workmen of the Church 

of Rome, are the fkilfulleft Painters in 
the World. Tertullian faith, As the 

Gentiles with their Hands, fo Hereticks 

with their Words, are the Makers of 
Idols : for every Lie they {peak of God 
is a Kind of Idolatry. ne Prophet 

Vfaiah {ets down a lively Defcrip:ion 

of this Matter. Ifa. 44. 12 to the 

End of 17 Verfe. The Smith with 

the Tongs both worketh in the Coals, 

&c.— 

In which Words the God of Hea- 
ven deriding the Gentiles, doth very 
fitly fhew us the Idolatry ot Rome, 
and the Manner how the Ido! Re- 
ligion was framed and [et on Foot. 
Ac the firft ic was but a rude Block, 
a ragged Trunk, rough hewed by 
bungling Workmen, that were not 
their Crafts-Mafters,till the Smi:h, the 
Carpenter, and the Painter came, eve- 
y one in his Place, and fhewed his 

kill. 

Firft the Canonifts like Black(miths. 
blew 
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blew with the Bellows of their De- 
Crees, and hammer’d and heat it in 
the Coals of the Popes Conftitutions : 
Thefe Smiths were Gratian, Pope 
John, Gregory, and Boniface, with 
their Prentices that ferved them, Ho- 
Stienfis, Innocent, Panormitane, and the 
reft of that Profeflion. The Carpen- 
ters that took it in Hand were the 
Friars and Schoolmen, which ftretched 
their Line over it, and broug'it it 
into better Shape. Thomas, and Scot, 
and Alexander tafhioned it with Line 
and Level, they ftretched out the Line 
of Method over it, and with the 
Thread of Diftinétion, they plain’d it 
where it was rough, and with the 
Compafies of their Logick and Philo- 
fophy made it in the Fafhion of a 
Man: After that the great Lateran 
Council about the Year 1215, had 
polifh’d it, and given it Joints to ftand 
upon. Not long after, the Councils 
ot Conftance, Bafil, and another La- 
teran, hew’d it over again, and alter’d 
the Fafhion in certain Points touching 
the Pope’s Authority. There fome 
Cardinals, as Senenfis, and Cufanus, 
thought the Head itood too high a- 
bove the Shoulders, and would have 
it bowed down alittle lower. At Jaft 
they brought it to Trent, into the 
Hands of their beft Workmen, as they 
fay, who mended it from Top to Toe, 
and fet itup again: At Length the 
Worms began upon it, and had well 
nigh confumed it, which occafioned 
the third Sort of Workmen, the Pain- 
ters to take it in Hand; the ‘/ef/uits 
and their Fellows, who never ceafe 
to paint it Day and Night. There 
is no Colour but they have tried it, 
to make it appear Beautiful. Some 
with Varnifh and Plaifter, {top up the 
Cracks, which the Sun fhining upon 
it, hath made, that they might not be 
feen. Belarmine and his Affociates 
in that Kind, ftir all Colours toge- 
ther, and varnifh over the fmoaky and 
dufty Places fo fkilfully, that a Man 
can fcarce tell what the Colour is. 
Surius, and Baronius, with other Co- 


lours ground by Legendaries, caft a 
Shadow over it, for feeming too 
youthful, but they have painted a grey 
Beard to a green Head: The reft 
ftand by, fuch as Sixtus Senenfis, Lin- 
dan, Staphylus, Poffeuin, \ike Cenfors, 
bragging of the Workmanfhip, and 
flattering the Workmen, and extolling 
the Idol, againft them they call La- 
therans and Calvinifis. Thus at laft 
they have polifhed their Dagon, and 
fet it before the Lord’s Ark: Save 
that it may not be forgotten, that with 
fome of it they warm themfelves, and 
roft their Meat ; as Pardons, the Ma/s, 
and Purgatery ; and laugh in their 
Sleeves at fuch as turn the Spit : 44, 
I am warm, I have feen the Fire. 
This is the Labour and Workmanhhip, 
which they have beftowed on their 
Religion, to tet it forth, whereby they 
have made their Church fo feeming 
catholiek.—How is the Gold become 
dim, and the fine Gold changed !

and thofe frequently at Enmity, if 
not open War, with their next Neigh- 
bours ; and by the beft Proof, that 
of Experience, it is found tobe to 
no Purpofe to talk to thefe Jndians 
about our Religionin their wild na- 
tive State ; they muft be reduced 
from their Barbarity, I had almoft 
faid Brutality, and be made Men, 
that is, rational confiderate Creatures,” 
before they will become good Chri- 
ftians. Indeed at the firft Publication 
ofthe Gofpel, when the <Apofiles 
went forth to preach, and thole holy 
Men fpake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghoft, the Lord confirming the 
Words with Signs following, many 
Thoufand Souls at a Time were ad- 

ded to the Church : But now thole 
extraordinary Affiflances are ceafed, 

we can only ufe the ordinary Means of 
Grace for the Propagation of the Gof. 

pel, and muft with Patience waic 

the Lord’s Time for Succefs. And 

therefore through Honour gnd Difbo- 

nour, through evil Report and good 
Report, as Deceivers and yet true, as 

baving nothing, and yet poffeffing all 

Things, the Society will continue to 

do good and lend, looking for nothing 

again, as true Children of their Fa- 

ther whith is in Heaven, who mak- 

eth bis Sun to foine on the Evil and 

on the Good, and fendeth bis Rain 

on the Fuft and on the Unjuft. 

Full of that Charity which bopeth 
and endureth all Things, this Society 
hath been a great Number of Years 
in effeGtually converting to Chriftianity 
the largeft and once moft barbarous 
Tribe of thefe ndians, the Mobocks ; 
but to the very great Satisfaction of 
the Society, there is now a regular 
ChriftianCongregation of 500 of them, 
under the Paftoral Care of a very 
worthy Miflionary who {peaks their 
Language, the Son of a Miffionary 
born among them as it fhould feem 
to bring them into the Church, and 
the Chief of them are fo well mitruct- 
ed, ast be able te teach others adjo, 
one of the Sachems being become a 
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School-mafter in one of their Towns, 
and another Jydian in a Second, to 
train up the Children in the true Way 
which leadeth unto Life. 

And, relying upon God’s Blefling, 
the Society are come to a further 
Refolution to fend a Mifiomary and 
School-mafter to the Mofeite Indians, 
a numerous People, that may be cal- 
led a Nation living on one Side of, 
and in the Iflands of the Bay of 
Honduras in the Weft- Indies ; wpon 
Information that they are much ci- 
vilized by their Commerce with the 
Iflind of Jamaica, and have feveral 
Englifomen vefiding among them, and 
have put theméelves under the Pro- 
tection, and call themfelves Subjeéts 
of the Crown of Great Britain, and 
are very defirous of being united 
to it -in Religion and Government : 
May God give a Blefling tothis, and 
all the other pious Endeavours of 
this Society, to open the Eyes of the 
Blind, and to turn them from Dark- 
nefs to Light, and from the Power of 
Satan unto God, that they may receive 
Forgivene/s of Sins, and an Inberitance 
among them that are fanétified by Faith 
in our Lord Je/us Chrift.

Memory, was gracioufly pleafed 
on the 16thof June, 1701, to ered 
and fettle a Corporation witha per 
petual Succeffion, ty the Name of 
Tue Sociery ror THE Propaca- 
TION OF THE GOSPEL IN FOREIGN 
Parts ; for the receiving, manag- 
ing, and difpofing of the Charity of 
fuch Perfons, as would be induced to 
extend their Charity towards the Main- 
tenance of a Learned and an Orthodox 
Clergy, and the making fuch other 
Provifion, a3 might be necefary for the 
Propagation 
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Propagation of the Gofpel in Foreign 
Parts. Upon Information, that in ma- 


y of our Plantations, Colonies and 


attories beyond the Seas, the Provi- 


Sion for Minifters was mean, and many 


other of our faid Plantations, Colonies, 
and FaGtories were wholly unprovided 
of a Maintenance for Miniffers, and 
the publick Worfbip of God; and that, 
Sor lack of Support and Maintenance 
of fuch, many if his loving Subjeéts 
wanted the Adminifiration of God's 
Word and Sacraments, and feemed to 
be abandoned to Atheifm and Infidelity, 
and others of them to Popif Superftition, 
and Idolatry. 
This Society was compofed by the 
Charter of the Chief Prelates; and 
Dignitaries of the Church, and of 
jeveral other Lords, and eminent 
Perfons in the State, with a Power to 
ele& fuch others to be Members of 
the Corporation, as they, or the ma- 
jor Part ofthem, fhould think bene- 
ficial to their charitable Defigns ; 
and they immediately applied them- 
felves with great Zeal and Alacrity 
to the good Work ; and after adjuit- 
ing Preliminaries in the Choice of 
Officers, and fettling ftanding Orders 
and Rules for their more regular 
Proceeding, they fubfcribed every’one 
of them according to their feveral 
Ranks and Difpofiions, an annual 
Sum to be paid to their Treafurer 
for the general Ufes of the Society ; 
and chofe new Members, and gave 
out Deputations, according to thie 
Powers in the Charter, to receive and 
colleét the Donations of all charita- 
ble and well difpofed Perfons towards 
this moft pious Defign : And thro’ 
an efpecial Bleffing this Work of the 
Lord hath hitherto profpered in their 
Hands. More than One Hundred 
Thoufand of our own People, In- 
fants and Adults, and many Thou- 
iands of Indians and Negroes, have 
been iuitruéted and baptized into 
the true Faith of our od Jefus 
Chrift ; and more than One Hundred 
and Twenty Thoufand Volumes of 
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Bibles and Common-Prayer Books, 
with other Books of Devotion and 
Inftruétion, together with an innu- 
merable ite of pious {mall Traéts, 
have been/difperfed in Foreign Parts ; 
and thefe is now avery hopeful and 
improveing Appearance of Religion 
in the publick Worfhip of God, 
according to theLiturgy of the Church 
of England, in a great Number of 
Churches in our Plantations in 4- 
merica, by the Means and through 
the Procurement of this Corporation. 


And the following are the chief 
Accounts, which the Society have 
received this Year of the pious 
Labours of their Miffionaries in their 
feveral Stations. 

New- EncvLanp. 

The Letters from this Country are 
filled with Accounts of large Ac- 
ceflions of new Members to the 
Church, and with Petitions for new 
Miflionaries. The Reverend Dr. 
Cutler, Miffionary to Chrif’s-Church 
in Boffon, acquaints the Society 
by a Letter dated Dec. 26. 17433 
that the Church increafes both in 
Number and Reputation, but Endea- 
vours were by no means wanting 
for the {preading of Infidelity ; and 
fo large a Cargo of Books for that 
Purpofe had been lately imported to 
Bofton from London, that the Frieghe 
of them came to 45/. that Currency ; 
and the Reverend Mr. Camer, their 
Miffionary at Fairfield, writes on 
Nov. 10, 1743, that there have been 
large Acceflions to the Church of Per- 
fons, who appear to have a ferious 
Senfe of Religion at Norwalk, Ridge- 
field, and Stanford ; and where the 
late Spirit of Enthufiafm hath moft 
abounded, many of the deluded Peo- 
ple, as their Paflions fubfide, feek 
for Reft in the Bofom and Commu- 
nion of the Church. But the Re- 
verend and Laborious Mr. Punder- 
Jon, the Society’s Itinerant Miflic- 
nary in New-England, complains in 

his Letters, that Enthufiafm had fo 
unfettled 
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un‘etded many People from all fo- 
ber and fteady Principles, that great 
Prophanenefs and Difregard for the in- 
ftituted Means of Grace appear, and 
tho” he had been conftant in his La- 
bours, and preached twice every Sun- 
* and once ortwice more in every 
eek, the Succefs did not anfwer his 
Hopes. The Rev. Mr. Check/ey, Mif- 
fionary at Providence in this Country, 
fays, That notwithftending all Oppofi- 
tion the Church increafes, and is likely 
to increafe ; that he had found a 
greatet Number of People in the 
Woods, than he could have imagined, 
deftitute of all Religion, and as living 
without God in the World; and he 
had likewife vifited the Jndians upon 
Quinabaak River, and was in Hopes of 
doing fome Goodamong them. The 
Reverend Mr. Brown, Miffionary at 
Port/mouth in New Hampfbire, writes 
Fuly 15, 1744, that the Infatuation, 
which had fo violently feized both 
Minifter and People among the Dif- 
fenters, is much abated, and he hath 
a large Congregation, which behave 
well, and fhew an uncommon Regard 
to the Rubrick of the Church, and 
112 of them are regular Communi- 
cants. The Reverend Mr. Commif- 
fary Price, by his Letter dated Bo/on, 
March 19, 1743, acquaints the Society 
that there are new Churches building, 
and many Petitions for new Miffiona- 
ries, and particularly mentions7 aunton 
and Hopkington,where there are Glebes 
laid out to be conveyed in due Form 
to the Society for the Benefit of Miffio- 
naries to be fe-tled there ; and the So- 
ciety hath lately appointed the Rev.Mr. 
Gibbs, upon the full and united Tefti- 
mony of the Clergy of New- England in 
hts Favour,their Miffionary to the new 
Church of Simfbury, after his having 
been admitted into Holy Orders by the 
Lord Bifhop of London, upon the Peo- 
ple of Sim/bury’s fettling aGlebe of fifty 
Acres of good Land upon that Church, 
and obliging themfelves to make that 
uptohim 20 /. Sterling per Annum. 
Simfbury is in the Government of 
1746 
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Conneéticut, is a Charter Government 
which chules (heir own Governour and 
Magiftrates, and Independency carries 
itfelf with fo high an Hand therein, 
that the Members of our Church in 
Simsbury have been perfecuted for not 
paying to the Support of their Teach- 
ers, and Meeting- houfes ; and by che 
Jaft Letters from this Country it ap- 
pears, that the fame per‘ecuting Spirit 
rages at Darby; and ali fuch Juftices 
of the Peace aie pur out of Commiffion 
as conform to our Church. So hard 
is it, to reftrain the Paffions, and <ét 
up to the profeffed Principle of doing 
as we would be done unto! 

It is with great Concern that we 
muft conclude this Year’s Relation, 
of the Society’s pious Fadeavours for 
the Propagation of the Gofpe! in Neew- 
England, with the Account, that Mr. 
Roe, the Society's Catechift at Boffon, 
hath proved himfclf, by his bad Be- 
haviour, unworthy of that Employ- 
ment, and therefore hath been dif- 
miffed by the Society from it, which 
is at prefent carried on by the Rever- 
end Mr.Commiffary Price, till theSo- 
ciety fhall appoint a new Catechift, or 
come to fome other Refolution about 
that Matter. 

Nortu-Caro.ina. 

Clement Hall, Efq; of Perquimans - 
County in North Carolina, on his Ar- 
rival in England, laid before the So- 
ciety a Certificate, bearing Date the 
12th Day of Augu/?, 1743, figned by 
Tofeph Anderfon, Efqg; Attorney-Ge 
neral, ‘James Craven, Efq;Clerk of the 
General Court, Colonel Scarborough, 
and, other Gentlemen, teftifying that 
Mr. Ha// was inthe Commiffion ot 
the Peace for that Province, and had 
behaved himfelf with Honour, Dili. 
gence and Fidelity in his Station, and 
was of very good Repute for his Life 
and Converfation, and had for feveral 
Years officiated as public Reader in 
the County of Perquimans {or Want 
of a Minifter of the Church of Eng- 
Land in it ; and he exprefled his Defire 
of entring into Holy Orders, to ena

ble him the more effectually to pro- 
pagaie the Gofpel in North Carolina ; 
And upon Examination by the Lord 
Bifhop of London,being found worthy, 
Mr. Hal] was admitied into Holy 
Orders, and appointed the Society's 
‘Jtinerant Miffionary in that Province, 
to which it is to be hoped he hath 
been fome time happily returned, and 
d'ligently and to good Purpofe em- 
ployed as a Minifter of the Gofpel 
herein. 
SoutH-CaROLINA. 

The Church continues to flourifh 
in this Province under the Care of 
the ReverendMr.Commiflary Garden, 
and the Negroe School under his Di- 
reGtion goes forward with very great 
Succefs; more than 60 Negroe Children 
are daily inftruéted in it, ( 18 of them 
read the Teftament very well], zo are 
in the Pfalter, and the reft in the Spel- 
ling Book and A] phabet)and the Num- 
ber of them gradually increafeth fo, as 
fufficiently to employ both the young 
Schoolmafters to teach them: The 
Reverend Mr. Hafé/, the Society’s 
Miffionary at St. T/omas’s Parifh, ha- 
ving been difabled through Age and 
Infirmities For fome time to officiate 
jn his Parifh, died there on the gth of 
November \att, and the Church-war- 
dens and Veltry of the Parifh unani- 
movufly recommending the Reverend 
Mr. Alexander Garden, Nephew to 
the Commiffary, who had officiated 
among them for the laft Year and 
half, and approved himfelf both in 
Do€trine and Morals to their full Sa- 
tisfaétion, the Society have accep:ed 
their Recommendation, and appointed 
Mr. Alexander Garden to fucceed Mr. 
Haf/ll in their Miffion at S:. Tho- 
mas’s Parih. Mr. Hafell had been 
for 35 Years the diligent and worthy 
Paftor of this Parifh, and we hope now 
refts from hisLabours among the Dead 
which die in the Lard, and their Works 
Sollow them. 

Likewife the Society have filled up 
their Parifh at St. Bartholomew's Pa- 
rifh, vacant by their Removal of the 


Reverend Mr. Thomp/on to the Church 
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of St. George, with the Reverend M-: 
Charles Bofchi, formerly Francifcas 
Frier, but approved to be a worthy 
Profelite to our Church, by his dili- 
gent and laborious Service in it for fe- 
ven Years laft paft, accompanied with 
an exemplary good Life, and true 
Chriftian Mecknefs of Spirit, and 
Refignation to the Will of God. 
Georgia. 

The Reverend Mr. Bofomworth, the 
Society’s Miflionary in Georgia, ac- 
quaints them by a Letter, dated Fre- 
derica, Feb. 10, 1743, that he was in- 
tred upon his Paftoral Office there, and 
found, that the People had been too 
Jong asSheep without a Shepherd, and 
driven to and fro with every Wind of 
Doétrine, and he hopes, by the Blefl- 
ing of God upon his Endeavours, to 
fix them in the true Worhhip of God ; 
and the Method which he hath taken 
is by laying a fure Foundation in the 
Principles of the Chriftian Religion, 
by catechizing the Children, and ex- 
plaining in the moft eafy intelligible 
Manner, the Fundamental Articles of 
Faith ; but he finds great Want of a 
good School-mafter and good Books. 
The Society hath ordered him a Par- 
cel of good Books, and the Truftees 
for the Settlement of this Colony have 
under their Confideration the Ap- 
pointment of a good School-matfter.

HE Difpute between the Whigs 
and the Jacobites turning upon 
the two Points of Right and Ex- 

pediency, moft of our late Pamphlets 
have been employed in confidering the 
Jateer. This Branch of the Argument 
is indeed that, which,in our Reafoning 
with the digs, needs chiefly to be in- 
fitted on; bur, in our Reafoning with 
Jacobites, can only be ot Force, when 
their Notions of Right are in the firft 
Place deftroyed. A Pesfon, perfwad- 
ed of the divine indefeafible Right of 
Kings to govern wrong, can never be 
touched. with Arguments drawn 
from their doing fo ; and therefore, 
in all our Reafonings with thefe Peo- 
ple, this of Divine Right ought par- 
ticularly to be infifted on. 

Indeed, the Arguments advanced 
by the Whigs, againft this ’Monkith 
Dream ofdivine, hereditary, indefeafible 
Right, have been fo many and various, 
fo ftrong and convincing, thatthe Ob- 
Rtinacy of the Facobites in maintaining 
it, is perhaps not the leaft furprifing 
Phenomenon in Nature ; but as yet 
it is not Time to defpair of thei:Con- 
viction. The Perfwafion of this gave 
Rife to the following Thoughts ; The 
End of publifhing them to the World 
being, to refrefh the Remembrance of 
many, and, if the Author dare exprefs 
his Hope, to correét (if poflible) the 
Prejudices of a few. 

f we are true Scot/men, and the 
Author writes to none eife, we cannot 
fail of being fired with Indignation, 
when told, That we neither are, nor 
ever were, a free and independent 
People ; That we have been, fince 
Time immemorial, the ab/olute Pro- 
perty of a certain Family, who claim 
us as their Inheritance ; That we are 
now the Property, not of a King, but 
the Shadow. of a King, the banifhed 
Race of a Tyrant. Yet this, certain 
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Jate Manifefto’s have founded in our 
Ears, wherein we, and our Country, 
are claimed as the Effate of one, who 
tells us he poffefles by vertue of a 
divine, hereditary, indefeafible Grant. 
Whatever the Jacobites may think of 
this, fure there is no Man of common 
Senfe, but muft look upon it as the 
grofieft Affront capable of being offer- 


~ ed himfelt or his Country. They in- 


deed hug their Chains, and are proud 
of being S/aves, nay, are fond of rank- 
ing with their Flocks and Herds, and 
cf being bought and bartered like 
them : But, thank Heaven, we are 
not all of the fame brutal Difpofition; 
"khere are fome amongft us that ftill 
imagine them(elves frre, the Property 
of no King, no Pretender, whatever. 

Thefe few Gentlemenand Freemen 
imagine, that there is no Perfon nor 
Family who ever had, or now have, a 
divine, hereditary, indefeafible Right 
to govern them. They allow, that 
the Race of Stewart did for many 
Years poffefs the Throne of Scotland ; 
butthey infift, that it was by no means 
in vertue of fuch a Right, feeing the 
firft of that Race that ever reigned, 
reigned by the Confent of afree Peo- 
ple and Authority of Parliament. And 
they apprehend, that no Man can con- 
vey more Right to another, than he 
himfelf is vefted with. 

To demonftrate this, they beg leave 
to look back as far as the Death of 
Alexander III. who died Anno 1285. 

The Race of that Monarch becom- 
ing extinét by the Death of his Grand- 
daughter Margaret, in her Voyage 
from Norway; the Right of Succeffion 
tothe Crown of Scotland came to be 
called in queftion. 

Two chief Competitors appeared, 
both of them Defcendents of David 
Earl of Huntington,whofe neareftHeir 
was allowed by all to have Right ts 
the Crown: The one, John Baliol, 
was his Great-Grand-ion, by his eldeft 
Daughter Margaret; the other Robert 
Bruce, was his Grandfon, by his fecond 
Daughter Jabe/, ~ The Queftion 
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therefore came to be, Whether the 
Grandfon of the eldeft Daughter, or 
the Son of the fecond Danghter, was 
to be preferred, in Right of Succeffion, 


to the Crown? 
.. This Dipute was referred to Ed- 


_ ward the Firit ot England, who at that 


Time. grafp’d at the Superiority of 
Scotland, and only wanted a proper 
Tool for his Purpofe. Both the Com- 
petitors were intent to purchafe a 
Crown at any Rite ; and, as Bruce's 
Pica was the worlt,* he firft fwore to 
Edward ; and Baliol followed his 
Example. 

Baliol contended, That, according 
to the Cuftom of Scotsand in the Suc- 


_ ceffion of Heritage, the eldeft Daugh- 


ter and her Defcendents excluded the 
younger Daughter and herDefcendents. 

Bruce contended, That he was a 
Degree nearer than Ba/io/, being on- 
ly Grandfon to David Earl of Hun 
tington, while Baliol was Great Grand- 
fon ; and that, according to the O- 
pinion of foreign Feudiits and Law- 
yers, the Male neareftin Degree fhould 
be preferred. 

Bruce’s Plea was rejefted 5 and 
Edward,in juft Agreement with the 
Cuttom of Scot/end in other Heritages, 
c<t:rmined in favours of Ba/io/ —-Ac- 
cordingly (1293 )Batio! was acknow- 
Iedged King by the States.and Nobi- 
lity of Scotland ; but aftsr a fhort 
Reign of Four Years, cn withdrawing 
his Allegiance from Edward, he was 
catried Prifoner to. England ; there- 
after was delivered into the Hands of 
thePope,who configned him to theCare 
of fome French B fhops, under whole 
pious Tutory he langyifhed and died. 

During Ball's Retirement ‘in 
France, Robert Bruce, the Grandfon 
of that Rodert who had competed 
with Baéiol, got into the Throne of 
Scotland, even while Ba/iof was alive, 
and had a Son, Edward, capable of 
fucceeding him. And tie States, ina 
Convention held at 4ir in the Year

414. ad fin, 
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1315. were notcontent with barely 
acknowledging him as King, bur, by 
a folemn Deed, fettled the Crown on 
him, and a pa:ticular Succeffion of 
Heirs therein narrated *. — 

Daring his Son David's Minority 
(1329 )young Badio/ attempied to re- 
cover Setland ; he fucceeded, was 
crowned, and revered the Aéts made 
in Bruce’s Reign, as made during sn 
Ulurparion: But he too was foon expel- 
led, & DavidBruce'eitied ontheThrone. — 

David died without Iffue ; and 
his Sifter having married Wa/ter great 
Steward of Scot/and, her Son Rodert 
came to the Crown in the Year 1370, 
and wasthe firit of the Name of Stewart 
that ever enjoyed that high Dignity. 

From this fhort Recapitulation of 
our antient Hiftory, according to our 
beft Hiftorians, the Gentlemen I for- 
merly mentioned obferve in the fr 
Place, 'That,confidering the Crown of 
Scotland as Heritage, Zobm Baliol had 
the Right of Succeflionto it, and was 
neareft Heir thereto. 2d/y, That a- 
greeable to the Doétrine ‘of divine, 
hereditary, indefeafible Right, his Son 
Edward ought to have {ucceeded him. 

3dly, ‘That therefore the Reign of 
Robert Bruce was an Ulurpation ; he 
himfelf, his Son David, and all his 
Defcendents, Ufurpers. Whence, /a/- 
/y, they conclude, either that the Fa- 
mily of Stewart did at fir ufurp the 
Crown of Scot/and, and muit be fup- 
pofed to have continued to do fo ull 
the contrary is proven; or that they 
mounted the Throne, and {wayed the 
Sceptre to the laft, on Principles plainly 
Reyolutional, the Confent of a free 
People, and Authority of Parliament. 

In order to illuftrate thefe Obferva- 
tions, and to make us attend tc their 
jaht Confequences, they proceed in 
this Manner.—And, fr/, they take it 
for granted,—That the Crown is as 
much a Man’s Property as his Eftate, 
and that therefore it muft defcend in

they apprehend, the Jacobites will 
not find in their Hearts to deny; 
éf they do, their Pamphlets and Ma- 
nifefto’s will conviét them. In the 
next Place, they take it for granted, 
That by the Laws and Cuftom of 
Scotland, at the Zéra referred to, He- 
ritage anmentailed defcended to the 
Heirs of an eldeft Daughter,exclufive 
of thofe of the younger, in the fame 
way as it does now. ‘This, they ap- 
prehend, the Facobites cannot deny ; 
if they do, they are defired to read o- 
ver the A& of Settlement in favours of 
Robert Bruce, wherein they will find, 
that it proceeds directly upon the 
Suppofition of what is here demanded 
*. They are likewife defired to con- 
fider the Arguments us’d by Bruce 
himfelf before King Edward, ory 
he expreily allows it tobe fo. nd, 
if nome | thefe will fatisfy them, they 
are defired to point out the Time 
when our prefent Law of Succeflion, 
agreeable to what is here affirmed to 
be our old one, firft took place.—In 
the Jaf Place, they take it for granted, 
That the Crown of Scotlandin Ba/i- 
of's days was anunentailed Eftate, and 
therefore (to fpeak in the Stile of Law- 
yers) defcended to Heirs whatfoever. 
If any refule this, they will be fo 
good as fhew us a Copy of the Entail. 

Now, thefe Propofitions being grant- 
ed, will the Jacobites be pleas’d to tell 
ut, by what Right Rodert Bruce 
came to facceed to the Crown of Scot- 
dand? Was it by right Divine, He- 
reditary, and Indefeafible ? Was it 
by a Right familar to that by which 
any Man fucceeds to his Eftate? If 
it was, will they try to reconcile it

wich the foregoing Hiftery ? From 
that ic appears pretty evident, that 
Bruce was not the neareft Heir to the 
Eftate of the Crown of Scotland ; 
That neareft Heir was undoubtedly 
unhappy Baliel: —If he was, could 
he forteit this Eftate?—— The Jacobites 
cannot have the Face to fay he could. 
If they do let them point out the Rea- 
fons ot Forfeiture, which in Confi- 
ftency with their own Principles, can 
fatisty any reafonable Man. If they 
fay, he cou!d not forfeit i: ; then, pray, 
how came Bruce in ? what Right 
had he? and what Right had the 
States of Scotland io make him King? 
—But allowing that Balio/ the Fa- 
ther by his own Crimes could forfeit 
this grand Eftate, which by the by 
fome ‘Facobite Authors maintain, how 
confiftentiy, let the Reader judge *; 
yet, how could his innocent Son be 
made to fuffer for his Father’s Faults? 
How came Bruce to ufurp the Crown, 
the Property of another ? and why 
rather did he not content himfelf with 
being Regent iu Ba/iol’s Name, as the 
memorable Sir Witliam Wallace had 
done beforehim? Why did not all 
the Scots,toa Man, affift in re-efta- 
blithing young Ba#io/ upon theThrone 
of his Anceitors ? and how came 
they to oppofe him ; to hinder a Man 
of his own, his own by a Right from 
Heaven ? 

How the Jacobites can an{wer 
thefe few Queftionsin confiflency with 
their avowed Principles, and fo as to 
maintain that Robert Pruce facceeded 
to the Crown o! Scotland by a civine, 
hereditary Right, is paft our Compre- 
henfion. As tothe fat, perhaps they

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may fay, That the Scots oppofed young 
Baliol, becaufe he attempted to reco- 
ver the Kingdom by the Affiftance of 
England, at that Time our greateft 
Foe. It may be fo; but they will al- 
low themfelves to be put in mind, that 


what England was tous then, France 


is now. 

To fhun thefe unlucky Confequen- 
ces, fome may perhaps aver, ‘That 
Bruce's Right to the Crown was bet- 
ter than Ba/iol’s ; and that the Com- 
petition ought to have been determin- 
ed, not by the Laws and Cuftoms of 
the Country contended for, but by the 
Laws and Cuftoms of the Goths and 
Vandals, the Feudal Law; by which 
Law, fay they, Bruce’s Right would 
have been preferable. Now, if Seot- 
land was a Feu, as thefe Gentlemen 
would make it ; pray let them tell us, 
of what Over-lord it held, and what 
was the Nature of the Holding *. 
Further, let them explain how the 
Cuftoms of other Nations either could 
or fhould have regulated the Succefli- 
on to the Crown of Scotland, and make 
it run in a Chanel, contrary to the 
Laws and Cuftoms of the -Country. 
But befides, they will remember, that 
even the Feudal Law is not fo clearly 
on their Side of the Queftion, as they 
would feem to intimate. Sir Thomas 
Craig, tho’ he declares for their Opi- 
nion, yet candidly owns, that the two 
great Lights (as he terms them )of the 
Feudal Law, Gerard andOdert, differ. 
—And indeed, he himfelf delivers his 
Opinion with an unufual Modefty and 
Diffidence : And confidering that he 
wrote under the Reign of a Monarch, 
peculiarly fond of hereditary Right, 
and from whom he had received di- 
ftinguifhing Favours, and that he in- 
troduces it in his Treatife of Homage, 
where it evidently tends to the

ftrengthning of his Argument, it is 4 
Wonder he fays fo little about it, and 
fhews us that he was not —- pofitive 
in his Opinion *. °Tis with the ut- 
moft Refpeét we mention this great 
Man ; But itis no Derogation from 
that tofay, That his Zeal for his King 
carried him, as it has done many, «@ 
little toofar. He indeed ftates a Cafe, 
and determines upon it ; but it is 
p'ainly different from the one which 
really exifted. 

But the Opinion of Lawyers is not 
the only Thing to be regarded in the 
eee Cafe: The Opinion of our 

rave Anceftors, the Nobility, Clergy 
and Commons of Scotland, ought to 
have at leaft an equal Weight with us, 
their Pofterity ; and fhould fill us with 
a noble Jealoufy of that Liberty they 
were fo follicitous to tranfmit to us. 
O; this [we have ftill fome illuftrious 
Monuments, as old as the Period of 
Time we were juft confidering ; and 
from which we fhall take the Liberty 
to make two fhort Extracts relative to 
our prefent Argument {. Ina Let- 
ter wrote 6th April 1320, by the No- 
bility and Community of Scotland, to 
the Pope ; we have the following re- 
markable Paffage. After they have 
made An{wer to Edward's Claim of 
Homage, they tell his Holinefs, they 
had been delivered from all their 
Troubles by their brave King Robert 
Bruce, Whom, fay, they, alfo divine 
Providence, and the Right of Succeffion, 
according to our Laws and Cuftoms, 
which we will maintain to the utmoft, 
and tke dueConfent and Affent of us all, 
have made our Prince and King: To 
him, as the Deliverer of the People, by

sferving our Liberties, we are bound 
to adbere, as well account of his 
Right, as by reafon of bis Merit. But, 
if be defi from what be bas begun, and 
joew any Inclination to fubjeB us, or 
our Kingdom, to England, or the En- 
glith; we will ufe our utmof Endeavour 
to expel bim immediately as our E- 
nemy, and the Subverter of bis own and 
of our Right; and we will make ano- 
ther our King, who is able to defend us. 
It is not for Glory, Riches and Honours 
we fight, but only for Liberty, which no 
good Man lofeth but with bis Life. 
Such was the Spirit of our Anceftors. 
In a Declaration publifhed by the 
Clergy, in a general National Coun- 
cil of Scotland, held at Dundee 24th 
February 1309, it is faid, That the 
Right and Title of King Robert Frace, 
to the Crown, was declared by the fudg- 
ment of the People; That be was af. 
Jum d to be King by their Knowledge 
and Confent ; And that, being advanced 
by their Authority to the Crown, be 
was oye Solemnly made King of Scot- 
land +.—Now, tho’ it is true, that in 
both thefe, particularly in the Begin- 
ning of the laft, (which for Brevity’s 
fake we are obliged to omi‘) they men- 
tion Robert's Right to the Crown, by 
Succeffion ; yet it is fubmitted, whe- 
ther they lay the moft Weight upon ir, 
or upon their own Confent and Elec- 
tion. They exprefs adue Regard for 
the Royal Line ; and to be fure, he- 
reditary, tho” not indefeafible Right, 
may poflibly prevent certain Inconve- 
niencies: But at the fame Time they

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boldly declare, they will prefer a Re- 
gard for their own Liberty to both._— 
Befides, we cannot help being of Opi- 
nion, that what they [ay about it, did 


not proceed fo much from the Per- . 


fwafion of any fuch Right in the Per- 
fon of Bruce, as from a Defire of de- 
feating Edward's Plea for the Homage, 
arifing from Ba/iol’s bafe Surrender of 

«the Kingdom. And we cannot but 
think, that if Robert had been as fully 
perfwaded of his divine, hereditary 
Right to the Crown, as his Succeffors 
feem to have been of theirs, he would 
never have allowed fuch bold Decla- 
rations of the contrary, to pafs, under 
his very Nofe.— 

But now, perhaps the Facodites will 
reply, Pray, what is all this to us? 

hat is theConqueft you have gained ? 
What tho’ Rodert Bruce was an Ulur- 
per ? and fuch, without divine, here- 
ditary Right, he was; we know of no 
Succeffors the Baliof Family has: If 
we did, we are ready to difown the 
Houte of Stewart for ever, and would 
affert the divine, hereditary, indefea- 
fible Right of Monarchy, at the Ex- 
pence of our own Blood, and the Blood 
of our Country. 

We fhall for once believe the 7aco- 
bites fincere, particularly in the laft 
Part of their Affertion ; and, we ve- 
rily believe, few in this Country, after 
fuch feeling Experiences, will doubt 
of it.

I would take the liberty to atk, 
what is the fenfe or meaning of reis- 


frating, Fe. For God-fake, how can 


we be reinflated in the enjoyment of 
thefe good things? For of which of 
them do we now fland deprived? or 
upon which have encroachments been 
made by the prefent government ? To 
make fuch a declaration be liftned to, 
you fhould have exaumerated he griev- 
auces, or encroachments, cf which you 
are pleafed to cffer us rédre/s. “But 
you, and your wrong counfellors, feem 
not to be very well acquainted with 
the conftitution and liberties of this 
free kingdom; and for your informs- 
tion, I fhall refer you to the declarati- 
on of thofe rights and liberties, made 
by the lords {piritual and temporal and 
commons affembled at Weftminkter, re- 
prefenting all the cfates of this realm, 
om Feb. 13, 1688 : Which are, 

“ That the pretended power of 
“* fu/pending or difpenfing with laws, 
** by regal authority, without confent 
“* of parliament, is illegal. 

“© That the commiffion for erecting 
“ the late court of commiffioners for 
“ ecclefiaftical caufes, and all other

*« ther manner than the fame is, or hhall

Now, Sir, if it be true, as all the 
kingdom knows, that not one of thefe 
has been encroached upon, what oc- 
cafion is there for the redre/s of gricv- 
ances which you are pleafed to offer? 

The fecond article of your manifefto 
regards the mational debt; as to which 
“you fay, that altho’ it was contraéted 
under an unlawful government, and is 
‘now a mcft heavy load upon the Nation, 
‘your father is refolved to take the ad- 
-vice of bis parliament : a fine comfort 
for the proprietors of fifty millions,who, 
inftead ofan abfolute fecurity, fhall 
have the chance of avote in a future 
parliament, whether, by way ot grace, 
they fhall be allowed to have any or 
no property ! 

With refpe&t to the anion of the 
two mations, you fay ** your father can- 
“‘ not poflibly ratify that, fince he has 
‘< had repeated remonftrances againft it 
‘© from each kingdom :—But whate- 
«¢ ver has been hereafter deviled for 
«* the joint benefit of both nations, he 
“ will comply with the requeft of his 
‘* parliaments to eltablifh.” 

This is one fcene of confufion that 
you fairly confefs your refolution to 
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introduce, and that is alone, with me, 
avery weighty argument for o 

your prefent attempt with all my 
might ; and the like is the fenie of al] 
perfonsof my acquaintance of both 
nations ; who are now fully convinc- 
ed, after a trial of almoft 40 years, 
that it is for the common-benefit of both 
the Britifo nations to fland united as 
they sow are. But I can eafily con- 
ceive it to be the intereft of ‘France, 
or of a king who feeks to become ar- 
bitrary in Englend,that §cotland fhould 
be rendered a /eparate kingdom : but 
tothe /udjeés, ot either part of the u- 
nited kingdom, I am not able to difcern 
the advantages that would accrue from 
fuch feparaiion. 

“« Younext would expoffulate this 
“* weighty matcer with tne fubje&s of 
“* this kingdom, complaining that the 
“ pulpits and congregations of the 
“< clergy, as well as our weekly pa- 
“* pers, ring with the dreadful threats 
‘* of popery and arbitrary power ; and 
‘‘ you bid us liften only to the naked 
‘* truth.” . 

It is true, fuch alarms have been 
given :—But before I proceed I muft 
beg leave to trouble you with a quo- 
tation from an excellent fermon, not 
publithed till after the date of your 
declaration, of the bp of Oxford, who, 
has fayoured the publick with a Paff- 
age of the acts of pope Clement the 
1ith, Tome 2d, page 179, publifhed in 
folio at Rome, 1724. where is holi- 
nels declares ‘* all promifes whatfoe- 
*< ver, or ftipulations madein favour 
‘‘ of proteftants, to be utterly null and 
‘* void whenever they are prejudicial 
‘* inany manner to the catholick faith, 
“ the falvation of fouls, or to any 
“* rights of the church ; even tho’ 
‘* fuchengagements have been often 
‘* ratified, and confirmed by oath.” — 
“ Now, Sir, this pope was reputed fo 
moderate a perfon, that he fometimes 
received the appellation of the pro- 
teftant pope, and yet you fee what his 
holinefs gives usto expect from the 
promifes made to us proteftants, by 
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thofe of the Romif> communion : you 
ought not therefore to be offended, if 
we believe his beline/s’s word, who for- 
bids usto bekeve yours ; without any 
perfonal reflection upon you in parti- 
cular, whom we inay fuppofe as ho- 
neft a gentleman as the religion of any 
pspift will fuff:r him to be in his deal- 
ings wich proteftants or hereticks. 
You fay, “ that the government fince 
“ the revolution has been an anlaw- 
“ ful government ; that your father 
‘ cannot ratity the union, tor this, a- 
* mong other rcafons, that the princi- 
* pal point then in view, was the ex- 
= claim of the royal family from their 
“* yndoubted right to the crown.” You 
** mention the owtcries formerly raif- 
“ againft the royal family; and fay that, 
** whatever dafeattiages migh thave gi- 
* ven occafion to them, they have 
“ been more than atone 1 for fince, for 
** that your family have fuffered ex- 
** ile during thefe 57 years. ” 

Here, Sir, I muft humbly -epplaud 
your candour, in admitting that there 
were fuch mifcarriages as ftood in need 
of fome atonement ; and that even a 
king, taking the crown by fucceflion, 
or hereditary sight, may be in the 
wrong, and commit mifcarriages ; and 
that thefe being committed, there is 
Some redrels, of atonement duc to the 
people. 

Let us then examine whit are the 
juft confequences to be deduced from 
It. 

Mifcarriageisa very wide and am- 
higuous word, andmay be applied to 
offences of variousdegrees, Youhave 
been teught that there are wenial and 
mortal fins ; and, in foro foli, this is 
true. Itisnotevery fault of a young 
man that deferves being difinherited 
by his father, nor every fault of a wife 
that can legitimate her divorce ; but 
there are fuch capital offences as may 
diffolve thefe moft facred and natural 
ties. The adulterous wife may be 
divorced, and the hufband marry again, 
and beget lawful iffue capable to inhe- 
rit : andtho’ the natural relation of 
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father and fon bzindiffoluble, becaufe 
the fa& which exifted cannot ceafe to 
be true, the mutual obligations refyl¢- 
ing from that relation may be diffoly- 
ed. Exceflive cruelty, on the part of 
the father, emancipates the fon from his 
filial duty and obedience.— Exceflive 
mifbshaviour,on the part of the fon, in- 
titles the father juftly to difinherit him, 
and to deprive him ofthat pro:c@ion 
and provifion, which otherwife, by 
haiure, and by law, had been bis due. 

And do you think, Sir, it is poffible 
that the voluntary, artificial, telation 
betwix* prince and fubjeét, can be more 
facred or indiffoluble than thefe orig#- 
nal univerfal, and natural relations ? 
—The ridiculous conceit of indefeafi- 
ble hereditary right, or, as our poet, 
lately deceafed, expreffed it— 

“< The right divine of kings to govern 

. ** wrong, 
is now almoft univerfally exploded, 
unlefs it be amongft fome gloomy 
monkifh teachers, and their ignorant, 
bigotted, fuperftitious dilciples. 

Now if this ra/e in general be juft, 
if fubjeéts be not the very property of 
their kings, if they are capable of any 
rights and liberties which may not be 
violated with impunity, or without re- 
crefs; ifit be poflible for the mof 
cruel and tyrannical monarch who ¢an 
be conceived, to deferve being d- 
thron'’d ; in the application of this 
rule to practice, wherecan the judg- 
ment poflidly be, but in the majority 
of the people themfelves, or of their 
reprefentatives ? For when things 
come to this extremity, there is #0 
common judge wpon earth to appeal to. 
The king and the people become as 
diftinét and independent as any two 
ftates or kingdoms. 

That there can be no law made in 
this kingdom without the joint con- 
fent of king, Icrds, and commons,isno 
doubt true, fo long as the kingdom re- 
mains in its natural and regular itate ; 
but as foon as that is defturbed by 
illegal and violent invafions, on the 
part of a prince, of the effential, anti- 
ent 
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ent and indub‘table rights and liberties 
rot the — frame of the govern- 
-ment is dilfolved, and force becomes 
Jawfu!, on the other fide, by way of 
defence. As there isa right in the 
optople, it mult have a remedy, and it 
sas. impracticable io purfue that remedy 
-in the ufual regular courfe,in which 
athe bedy poliick sts when the head 
and membersare in their healthy na- 
tural ftate. 

If it be obj: Ged, that there is no 
equity in cavting the innocent to fuf- 
fer for the guiky ; that your father 
was an infant, and you your felf un- 
born, when your grandfather commit- 
ted thofe.mifeatriages, that proved fa- 
tal to him, we anjwer, that in /fri@ 
Juice, as well as found policy, the 
chudren mult /uffer confequentially, 
through the crime of the father ; and 
fuch is the univerf{al fen’e and practice 
ot mankind. Upon this principle it 
is, that by the laws cf all nations, 
when the traitor who rebels againft 
his fovereign forfeits his life, with his 
eftate and dignities, the children are 
deprived of the two lait by conic. 
quence ; and there can be no gocd 
reafon why t!is fhould not be reci- 
procal, when the prince forfeits his 
crown by tyranny. 

The reafon for excluding the fon is 
yet more general and conclufive, when 
he happens, as was the cafe of your 
unfortunate father, to be educated in 
thofe very principles, or in that reli- 
gious per{wafion, which was the chief 
caule of all the mifcarriages of his fa- 
ther. For then, as the like caufes are 
apt to produce the like effects, the 
people would be greatly wanting to 
themfelves, and provide very imper- 
feétly for their own fecusity, if, in- 
ftead of the father, they fhould take 
for their prince his fon, trained up, 
and filled with the fame pernicious’ 
notions, which produced the mif- 
carriages of the father, and the cala- 
mities of the kingdom, that rendered 
his expulfion both juft and neceflary. 

It can add no torec to this your 
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laft manifeilo, that it-bears date at the 
palace of Hely Rood Houfe, as thofe 
firft publifhed bore date at Paris and 
Rome, trom which places no good is 
to be expeéted to a proteftant and free 
country. You oblerve, indeed, “ that 
“* providence has hitherto favoured 
“« you with a wonderful fucce's, led 
you in the way to victory, and to 
the capital of that ancient kingdom, 
the? ou came without any foreign 
“* force 2” and you afk, “ why then 
is fo much pains taken to fpirit up 
the minds of the people againft this 
“* your undertaking ?” 

As for the fucce/s, of which you 
boaft, give me leave to obferve cer- 
tain faéts, of which you cannot be 
ignorant, that leave no rcom for con- 
cluding, from that temporary and 
Sur prizing fucce/s, that your enterprize 
is tavoured by beaven., 

You know, Sir, that you took your 
opportumi.y, when the far greates 
part of the national troops of this king- 
dom were beyond the feas. You land- 
ed in a remote, and hardly acceffiable 
corner of the North ’c? highlands 
of Sect/and,where there are papifts and 
others your moft affured friends ; 
while the friends of the Government, 
(tho there numerous enough, and {uf- 
ficiently difpofed to have cruth’d your 
attempt in the beginning) had their 
bands {o tied up, that they could not 
act without being furnifbed with arms, 
and fpecial orders to ule them. The 
king’s officers or minifters, who had 
the charge of the affairs of thatcountry, 
appear, for fome time, to have difee- 
fieved your landing ; and after that to 
have too much 4é/pifed your force,and 
relied wholly on the fma!l body of re- 
gular troops in that country, as being 
{ufficient to defeat you. Thefe were 
ordered to march to the mountains for 
that purpofe ; and being there, the 
found out, what might have been eafi- 


ly forefeen,that it was unfafe for.a {mall _ 


body of regular troops, without the 
afliftance of any Highlanders, to attack 
an enemy confifting of High/anders,in. 

their 
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their own mountains & narrow pafies. 
Upon this our army, inftead of return- 
ing to guard the Lw Country, by long 
marches, went to Javerne/s,and return- 
ed by avery tedious route, by land 
and fea ; which gave you opportunity 
and time to advance without oppofi- 
tion,and poffefs youg felf of the capital; 
where your ownGazette fays, you ar- 
rived with an army of five thoufand 
Men. But the city of Edinburgh, as I 
have been well informed,tho’ it furren- 
der’d to you, is far from being on 
your fide. 

Your victory near Preffon was ow- 
ing, [ muft admit, to the bravery of 
your troops, joined to the fcandalous 
want of bravery in our dragoons. 

. Thus, Sir, you have appeared and 
proceeded like a comet, pafling a-crofs 
Scotland from the North weft to the 
Seuth caf, blazing fora while, and 
fhedding very malignant influences. 
But you flatter your felf too much, 
when you fay you are mafter of the 
ancient kingdom of Scotland ; that is 
only true in this fenfe, that hitherto 
there is no force fuficient to drive you 
out of it. But the hearts of the coun- 
try are not yours, nor is the greater 

art of it fubjet to your obedience.— 

he fouthern and weftern provinces 
almoft to a man, and the majority of 
the northern are sgainft you; and, 
even in your favourite Highlands, you 
have more enemies, than would be 
fufficient alone, if they were properly 
armed and authorifed, to defeat all 
who have hitherto join’d you: and 
this without reckoning fome of 
the confiderable Highland powers, 
who were upon your father’s fide at 
the laft attempt in the year 1715, but 
have felt the clemency of the prefent 
government, and have refufed to join 
you now. 

a can you be ignorant that 
the whole party, of any property, 
who came with you to Edindurgb, if 
all their eftates were put together, are 
fo inconfiderable, that even in Scot- 
and there are fingle commoners, who 
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have properties fuperior to them all ; 
and the acceflion you have got, of 
fome unfortunate perfons fince your 
victory, is far from being confiderable. 

But if you were: truly mafter of 

Scotland, you muft know that you ean- 
not keep it, without alfo fubduing 
England; and without this, there is 
hitherto nothing done. And of that 
main ariicle, what profpecét of {uccefe 
can you have when there is a brave 
and faithful army, of the national 
troops, brought home to oppofe you ? 
An army, which, together with their 
royal leader,even acquired glory-when 
they were defeated, our enemies them- 
felves being witneffes: and when to 
this is joined the univerfal {pirit chat 
difplays itielf in behalf of the prefent 
government. 

In order to extinguith this fpirit,you 
afk, ‘* if from the family now reigning 
‘© we have reap’d any other benefit 
« than animmenfe load of debits? " 
And if you are anfwered in the af- 
firmative, you farther afk, “© Why is 
“* our prefent government railed at in 
“« all our publick aflemblies? Why 
** has the nation been fo long crying 
“¢ out in vain for redrefs againftthe a- 
“* bufe of parlisments, upon account 
“© of their ~ duration ; the multi- 
“* tude of place-men, which occafions 
* their venality ; the introduction of 
“ penal laws; and, in general, of the 
«« miferable fituation of the kingdom 
*« at home and abroad ?” 

As for the debts, they were moftly 
contracted before the acceflion of the 
family now reigning. And tor the 
reft, there is one method indeed, that 
your family have been accuftom’d to; 
which may ferve to redrefs what you 
call the abufe of parliaments; and that 
is, to govern without them ; and to 
raife money from the fubjects without 
their confent. But, Sir, this period of 
your declaration is plainly borrowed 
from the cant of what we call the ap. 
pofition, which, in a free country, will 
more or lefs, always fubfiit ; and was 
never more violent than in the reign 
wh- 
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of our glorious delivérer K. Witiam, 
And it difcoversa grofs mifate,which, 
you and your friends labour under, 
who ¢rom pamphlets, journals, and 
angry {peeches in parliament, have 
taken the fancy to conclude, that this 
nation was generally difaffected to the 
aoe government, and ripe for a re- 
volt. 

You have not, Sir, been rightly in- 
formed concerning the temper of this 
nation, Weare corrupt and giddy 
ehough, God knows ; but the /pirit of 
liberty, and the qualities of good fen/e, 
and found indvefagilieg, are not yet 
wholly extiné&t. We can baul againtt 
the meafures of an adminiftration very 
loudly, and even bring about a change 
of minifters, without being mad e- 
nough to intend a change of kings. 
We are fo happy in themoft effeniial 
articles, that we complain grievoufly 
when we are not fick, and talk of our 


miferable fituation upon every flight: 


ailment. But when you offer us your 
firong medicines, we are yet wile e- 
nough to know,that thefe would prove 
worléthan all the difeales, real or ima- 
ginary, we now labour under. — Sup- 
pofe for once, that this nation fhou!d 
fuffer the misfortune of your being f- 
nally fuccefsful in your prefent enter- 
prizs that you had brought abour a 
new revolution, and that you fhould 
govern even bettet than we have rea- 
fon to expel : Cem any man, who 
knows the hiflory of England, and the 
ftrong attachment of this nation to the 
family now reigning, be fo fond as 
10 imagine that there would not be 
niighty faétions and divifions under 
yoorgevernment ? Andas, moft cer- 
tainly, the prefent royal family wou!d 
not lay down their pretenfions, or de- 
part from their right, buile upon the 
grounds that I have above ftated. 
would not thefe pretenfionsbe afferted 
by thé numerous friends of that famt- 
ly ‘at’ home, aided, as the lait revolution 
was, by a powerfal army from abroad ; 
afid that not borrowed trem the States 
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General, as that of the prince of O. 
range was, but of the proper iroops of 
the prince himfelf ; who, tho’ they 
are not numerous enough to faddue 
this kingdom, if it was unanimous, 
would be well able. to give the /uperi- 
ority to the friends of their prince ? 
And thus your revolution, which God 
avert, would, in all probability, foon 
produce another : and this unhappy 
nation be made. the continual, or. fre- 
quent {cere of all the miferies of civil 
war.———Soe mach for a fpecimen of 
this Pamphlet. 





The SPEECH of Tuomas Freeman, 
made at a late Meeting of the prin- 
cipal Inhabicants of Epinsurcu. 


Have for many Years, my Fellow 
Citizens, been an Inbabitant of this 
Good Town, where, by my own In- 
duftry, and under the Protedtion of the 
Laws, I have been enabled to place my- 
Self and Family in very comfortable Cer- 
cumpftances. Ithink it therefore myDuty, 
fully and freely to declare my Opinion of 
our prefeut unhappy Circumftances, to 
warn my Countrymen of their approach. 
ing Danger, and honeftly to lay before 
them the bitter Fruits of my own Expe- 
rience. I franklyown, lamnot a little 
Solicitous to preserve for my poor Children, 
that /mall Share of Property I am pof- 
Sef of, and to tranjmitto them that Peace 
and Security which I myfelf bave fo bap- 
pily enjoyed. Wouldto GOD, they may 
fee as ‘goed Days as their Father bas 
feen : Would to GOD, they may be al- 
lowed to tafte the Sweets of a pure Re- 
ligion, of Liberty, and of a mild Govern- 
ment, as fecure and unmolefted as I their 
Father, during thefe laf fifty Years of 
my Life, bave done. 

Alas! My Countrymen, is it poffible 
that there are any amongus, who really 
wifh to fee the. Son of James VII. upon 
the Throne'of Britain? f Son! avbe bas 
imbibed the fame Maxims, who profefis 


the fame Religion as bis Father; Max- 
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ims inconfiftent-ewith Liberty; a Reli- 
gion, which bas ever been fatal to this 
Country, Sure no one, who remembers 
thefe dreadful Times which immediateh 
preceeded the Revolution, can fincere 
barbour fuch aWifo. Inwhat a fright. 
ful Situation indeed were qe then in- 
volved, when our King bimjelf, the Fa- 
ther of this Pretender, was an avowed 
Papift ; when the Church of Rome was 
the fole Spring of all bis Councils, and 
Roman Catholick Priefts his only Coun- 
fellors. The chief Places in the Go- 
vernment he filled with Papifts ; even 
the Officers whom be employedin the Ar 
my were Papifis: While bis unbappy 
Protefiant Subjects of every Denomina 
tion were treated all over the Kingdom 
with the greateft Cruelty and Oppre/f- 
on. The Soldiers were every where al- 
lowed to commit, with Impunity, the moft 
fragrant Outrages. Many brave and 
gallant Men were deprived of their Lives 
or Fortunes, without any Form of Trial, 
or the leaft Shadow of Fuftice. Many 
pious and learned Divines, who continu- 
ed firm to their Religion, were either 
fafpended from their Office, or ignomi. 
nioufly caft into Fail. Even the Fudges, 
by the King’s Dire&ion, committed the 
moft foocking Enormities, imprifoning, 
punifbing and banging Numbers, in di- 
red? Oppofition to all Law, Fuftice, and 
JSormer Precedents. The King bimfelf 
affeed to rule without the Affiftance of 
Parliament, making bis own abfolute 
Will the fole Meafure of bis Govern. 
ment. The wife and wholfome Laws, 
whith, for the Security of our Perfons, 
and the Defence of our Property, had 
been fo providently ena&ted by our Fore- 
fathers, were now either rudely tram- 
pled upon, or infamoufly difpenfed with, 
Then were thefe pernicious Dofrines, 
which were broached in the Reigns of 
bis Predeceffors, firft ate taught and 
inculcated. This fair and flourifbing 
Lfland, Great Britain, was represented 
as the Property of one Family, as an In- 
heritance which paffeth from Father to 
‘Son. Then were we all taught to con 
fader ourfelves,not as Men who were born 
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to be free, but as Slaves who were ae 
fined to Bondage.’ Thus were the an- 
cient Charters of our Freedom, the un: 
alterable Rights of a free People, anil 
the found Principles of Government bafely 
betrayed, and poorly. facrificed to the 
Will and Frenfh of a Tyrant. Were he 
ever fo cruel, ever fo capricious, or uns 
juft, yet muft we not refift, nay, not fo 
much as complain, far lefs endeavour to 
foake off the Yoke, and chufe new Rulers 
to ourfelves. 

Such were the Doctrines the King and 
his Priefts endeavoured to impof? upon 
this Nation; Doétrines which were nut 
even known to the Heathens, and not fo 
much as once dream'd of by the Fathers 
of our Church: Yet thefe very Doérines 
did they impioufly endeavour to found 
upon the boly Scriptures, and to make 
GOD bimfelf the Author of Tyranny. 

But from all thefe dangerous Mif 
takes, in religious as well as temporal 
Affairs, were we happily releafed by the 
Slorious Revolution; the Effeds of which 
we at prefentenjoy ; andif we are not 
wanting to curfelves, our Pofterity may 
continue to ny after us. 

Let us not then be cheated out of our 

moft valuable Privileges, by weak or de- 
Signing Men, who go about to perfwade 
us, that a Roman Catholick King. when 
once feated upon the Throne, willquictly 
enjoy bis own Religion, without endea- 
vouring to impofe it upon bis Subjects. 
We bave the Example of former Times 
too recent before our Eyes, we are too 
well acquainted with the Principles of 
that Religion, to be any more amufed 
with fuch fond Expeétations. If the 
fatal Tranfa@ions of King James's Reign 
and of the Reign of his Brother King 
Charles, are not Proofs which carry a- 
bundant Conviftion along with them, let 
us, for a Moment, caf our Eyes upon 
France, and contemplate anew Scene of 
Mijery, proceeding from the fame pefti- 
dent Coufe. 

In the Year 1685, Lewis XIV. for- 
getful of the glorious Afions be had per- 
formed, foamefully delivered bimfelf in- 
to the Hands of the Prices, and, influ- 
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cused by the Principles of bis Religion, 
vefolued by all Means, even the moft 
eruel, to convert the unbappy Proteftants 
whe were then feattered all over bis Do- 
minions. There were many of them at 
shat Time in very flourifbing Circum- 
flances, and in no Apprebenfion of Dan- 
ger, asthe Edi& of Names, 2 Law 
wade for their Protefion, was then in 
Ferce, and the King had befides paft bis 
Word for their Safety : But it is a 
Truth which ought to be remember'd, 
that Papifts do mot look upon themfelves 
as bound, by the Promifes which they 
make to Proteftants. ‘Ihe King, in pur- 
fuance of his Refolution, when be could 
prevail upon very few by Reafon and 
Argument, to change their Religion, by 
the Advice of his Priefts, let loofe bis 
Dragons to live at Difcretion upon all 
who refufed to comply. Unheard of be- 
fore, and a incredible, where the 
Cruelties which were then exercifed all 
over France: Naot only the Dragoons, 
but all the Clergy ot Bigots of that 


Kingdom, broke out into every Inflance 


of Rage and Fury againft fuch as did 
not immediately renounce their Religion. 
Men and Women of all Ages were not 
only ftripped of all they had, but, by 
frrange and new invented Torments, kept 
many Nights together from Sleep,driven 
about from Place to Place, and hunted 
ont of their moft fecretRetirements. The 
Women were carried into Nuuneries, 
suhere they were flarved, ftripped, and 
barbaroufly treated. Many were at laf 
tempted to comply, and others, with the 
yirft Opportunity, went into voluntary 
Banifoment. Such are the Principles 
of Roman Catholicks, Juch the Ufage 
we may expe from a Roman Catbolick 
King. <Aroufed then by thefe fad Ex- 
amples, and animated by the Blcffings 
we now enjoy, let us exert that fameSpi- 
rit and Firmne(s, which in the bardeft 
Times infpired our glorions Anceftors. 
Would any of us, my Fellow citizens, 
wifh to fee fuch. another bicody Scene, 
atted among us? The perfecuted Hu- 
guenots were ebliged to quit their na- 
sive Country and Jeek the Proteftion of 


their natural Rights and Privileges un: 
der our Conftitution. Every one 
of us bere s,eobat Numbers oftben 
are in England, bow bappily they live, 
and how much they contribute both to our 
Trade and Manufa&urcs. Was there 
a Prince upon our Throne, nurfed up in 
the School of Perfeeution, and who bad 
early imbibed, from a bad Education, 
thefe inflaving Principles, might we not 
Lave the Mortification to fee our next 
Proteftant Neighbours increafed and en- 
riched at our fad Expence ? Would not 
the heneft, the induftrious Part of the 
Nation, rather change theirCountry than 
their Sentiments ? Was there any Ex 
pectation of bettering our Circumftances, 
fome few, I hope, might be found, who 
would fall willing Viftims to their de- 
voted Country ; but their blind Bigotry, 
their avowed Love of Kacks, Gibbets, 
Tortures and Inquifitions, leave us not 
the faintefi Hopes of enjoying tke {mall- 
eft Happine/s, under h inhumane and 
barbarous Mafrers. 

How mild is that Government under 
which we live? How few are the Incon- 
veniencies which attend it ? But were 
they indeed greater, and more numerous 
than they really are, how can we pro- 
pofe to remedy them, by rafbly cabling 
home a Roman Catholick King,from the 
ugry Bofom of theChurch of Rome,taint- 
ed with the Maxims of arbitrary Go- 
vernment, direéted by the Council, and 
Supported by the Gold of France? No! 
we are not yet fo depraved; we are not 
ytt fo dead to all Senfe, both of Intereft 
and of Duty. What? foal we tamely 
receive tke Son of that Prince, who en- 
deavoured to eftablifh bimfelf aTyrant ? 
Shall we receive him too, profeffing the 
Jame Principles, for which we excluded 
bis Father ? profeffing bimfelf a Ro- 
man Catholick, and afferting that he is 
by Birth our King? Shall we fuffer 
him to call that ghrious Period, which 
has pafsd fince the Revolution, by the 
odious Name of an Ulurpation ? Shall 
we fuffer bim ta call bis prefent Majefty 
an Ularper,.who/e Father was called to 
theT hrane,by the almoft unanimeus Voice 
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of afreePeople,whefeTitle was confirmed 
and acknowledged by the lords and Com- 
mons of Great Britain in Parliament af- 
fembled. 

If the Pretender has the Confidence 
to at in this Manner, in bis prefent 
low Situation, what may we expec from 
him, if be were indeed feated upon the 
Throne? What would then become of 
that glorious Conftitution, which, at the 
Expence of fo much Blood and Treafure, 
bas been raifed to fuch an envy dHeight? 

W hat indeed would become of our baly 
Religion, founded as it is upon the Jureft 
Doétrines of Chriftianity,and which re- 
commends to us the moft perfect Syftem 
of Morals ? Let us then, my Fellow- 
citizens, exert ourfelves with that Ar- 
dour and Unanimity, which the Impor- 
tance of the Occafion requires: Let us 
throw afide all our’private Piques, all 
our little paultry Party Views. Let us 
join Heart and Hand in Defence of what 
is of all things elfe the moft valuable, in 
Defence of our Religion, and of oyr Li- 
berty. Let it not be faid, that we, who, 
with fuch uncommon Zeal, fet ourfelves 
in Oppofition to one who was reprefent- 
ed a crafty and defigning Minifter bould 
now, at a more important Crifis, exert 
ourfelves with lefs &pirit and Firmne/s. 
The Meafures we then oppofed, at the 
worft, tended only to fap and undermine 
our Conftitution ; but the prefent At- 
tempt aims, at one Blow, for ever to ex. 
tinguifh both our Religion and Liberty. 

What, foall we fit with our Arms a- 
crofs, and preach up Moderation and 
Coolne/s, when the Enemy is at band, 
when Rebellion is at our Gates? For 
Shame! let us remember what we are ; 
let us remember we are Men, and a& 
with a becoming Vigour and Refolution. 
If we have already been too long of taking 
the Alarm, if we cannot now put our- 
Selves in a Pofture of Defence, yet will 
our Example raife a Spirit, which will 
infallibly diffufe itfelf over all theCoun 
try. It will roufe the Indolent, and 
confirm the Wavering ; it will intimi- 
date the Foes, and encourage the Friends 
of the Conftitutien. —

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The SPEECH of His Excellency 
WILLIAM SHIRLEY, Eq; to 
the General Affembly of the Pro- 
vince of the Maflachuletts Bay in 
New-England, on Thurfday the 
zgthof May, 1746. 


Gentlemen of the Council and Houfé 
of Reprefentatives, 
Take this Opportunity of your fir 
meeting in eased Affembly, te 
acquaint you that on Monday Evening 
laft, I received a Letter from theDuke

upon the other neighbouring Govern- 
ments, to all which I have wrote upon 
the prefent Occafion. . 

Gentlemen, 1 mutt refer you forPar- 
ticulars to the Advices contain’d in the 
Duke of Newcaftle’s Letter; upon 
which I would obferve to you, that a 
moft happy Opportunity feems to be 
now given you by his Majefty (if you 
are not wanting to your felves) of 
putting an End (under the Favour of 

ivine Providence) to thecrue] Mur- 
thers and Depredations with which 
our Frontiers are now furrounded,ard 
have ever been harrafs’d upon every 
Rupture between us and the Frenc) ;

Unealinef:, I forbore doing it, ‘and 
chofe to Wait for more agreable ones ; 
‘which I have the Plealure to acquaint 
you I receiv’d by the laft Ship ‘from 
London, and find that fince ‘the Arii- 
val in England ofthe Réprefentation 
of the Beliaviour of the Land Forces, 
and'the Share wilich they had in mak- 
ing thie late valuableAcquifition to the 
Britifh Dominions, which I fent from 
Louisbyrg,to be laid before hisMajetty, 
‘your Demand has taken a more fa- 
voutable Turn; and there is now a 
moft promifing Profpe& of your fuc- 
‘ceeding in itand of our retrieving the 
Honour of the New England Land 
Forcés, and the Opinion of the Merit 
of the Colonies concern’d in the late 
Expedition, ‘which is juftly due to 
em. ' 
I have the Satisfaction alfo to. ac- 
gut ou, that the Levies now raifing 
or theRe giment under my Command, 
have anfwered my Expeétations de- 
Clated to the late flembly; there be- 
ing now, I believe about. 600 of "em 
as hairs, and pwivis 100 
m 
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more which will be upon Duty there 
in a few Days ; and by the Accounts 
I have receiv'd of Sir WilliamPepper- 
rell’s Levies, he has, or will foon have 
about 500 Soldiers of his Regiment in 
Garrifon there likewife ; and it is a 
particular Satisfaétion to me, to con- 
fider that by the Method, which I have 
purfued for reinforcing that Garrifon, 
inftead of that propofed by the late 
Affembly and Council, 1 have fay’d 
17,000 |. fterling, greatly promoted 
the Levies for the two Regiments, 
ftrengthned the Garrifon more than 
otherwife it would haye been, and 
made Way for the difcharging of fach 
of the New- England Forces as axe de- 
firous to return to thejr Homes.

in retaining the Six Nations in their
